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WHERE IS THE BEST 
DIVING IN THE WORLD? 
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[: it East or West? Domestic and over- 
seas dive travel is booming! More and 
more people are traveling each year to 
seek out new experiences, forever in 
search of the best diving in the world! 

With the deregulation of airline fares, 
the menu of the restaurant called ‘‘Best 
Diving in the World”’ has tripled in the last 
few years. Is it Caribbean or Pacific? Low 
fares and travel packages to the Pacific 
have brought this exotic destination with- 
in reach of the average understuffed wal- 
let! The Caribbean continues to provide 
both first time and veteran visitors with 
exciting diving, putting them in the thick 
of the discussion of what's ‘‘best.”’ 

So, just where is the best diving in the 
world? Although many people ask me 
this question as | travel the world each 
year, | don’t think | have ever answered 
it successfully. Having failed at this hun- 
dreds of times, | don’t really think I'll ever 
have that one correct answer. SKIN DIV- 
ER probably won't ever be able to an- 
swer it either. 

Just this month, for example, we offer 
divers ten different choices, all of which, 
by some criteria, could be considered the 
best diving in the world. On two sides of 
the U.S., we look at resorts in Florida and 
Hawaii. Ranging afar, Australia, Fiji, the 
Philippines and live-aboard diving in Truk 
Lagoon are all examined. Closer to 
home, Grand Cayman, Bonaire, Grand 
Turk (soon to be a hot destination) and 
Loreto, in the Sea of Cortez, are all 
served up for your inspection. 

Americans have always been ob- 
sessed with the best. We demand it of 
our amateur and professional athletes 
and stage elaborate sporting events to 
determine who is best. Drop into the cor- 
ner bar and casually ask, ‘“‘What’s the 
best restaurant in town?” It’s an innocent 
enough question. But, after at least one- 
half hour of conversation, you still don’t 
know where to eat! Ask, ‘‘What’s the best 
exercise?’ at your health club and you 
could work out for an entire month doing 
all the various exercises suggested at no 
Charge by friends and well-wishers. 

What's this paradox mean to divers? 
Diving is a non-competitive pastime, so 
we don't normally—outside of spearfish- 
ing or underwater photography (such as 
the Nikonos Shootout)—hold contests to 
determine who’s the best. And, these 
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contests, exciting as they are, only tell us 
who is best, not where the best diving is. 

SO, anyone venturing an answer to 
‘Where's the best diving in the world?”’ 
should be prepared to vigorously defend 
it. Here’s the crux of this dilemma. The 
best diving in the world is not an objec- 
tive observation, but a subjective one. A 
far better question is, ‘‘Where is the best 
diving in the world for me?’’ That takes in- 
to consideration all of the subjective fac- 
tors such as age, experience and per- 
sonal preference. If you’re busy looking 
for whales in a place well known for mac- 
ro critters you will not return home smiling 
and relaxed. 

“Going with the flow,’’ as they say, is 
the key to successful diving, and by do- 
ing a little self analysis on your part, you'll 
get a lot closer to your choice for the best 
diving in the world. The important criteria 
in choosing the best possible dive vaca- 
tion include: 

1.) Experience and ability: Have you 
made ten dives or 1,000? Do you like 
guided dives or do you prefer to explore 
by yourself? Can you handle currents or 
do you prefer the ‘“‘bathtub’’ diving ap- 
proach? There's merit in all these 
choices and there’s help before you trav- 
el. SDM’s advanced diving reviews are 
geared to experienced divers and more 
and more general dive resorts are offer- 
ing special programs. 

2.) Creatures, big or small: When you 
go looking for the big stuff—whales, dol- 
phins, sharks—be prepared to sacrifice a 
little in terms of visibility. Big guys need 
more food and that usually means more 
plankton in the water! 


3.) Photographer/non-photographer: 
some of the most boring dives of all time, 
regardless of destination, are made by 
teaming these two types of divers up. Un- 
less your buddy and you have compat- 
ible diving styles (you both like to cruise 
or you both like to poke around), neither 
one of you will have a good time. 

4.) Weather/seasonality: Don’t kid 
yourself into thinking your vacation week 
will be the one dry spell during the three 
month rainy season. They call it the rainy 
season for a definite reason. Plan ahead! 

SKIN DIVER will advise you on weather 
conditions, resort status, the dive guide 
situation and boats. We'll describe the 
critters—large and/or small—and let you 
know what the average visibility is. We'll 
also let you know about an area’s suit- 
ability for U/W photographers. If that’s 
not enough to help you to figure out 
where your personal best diving is, ana- 
lyze your diving dreams and contact the 
resorts themselves. Describe the kind of 
diver you are and ask what types of dives 
are there for you to enjoy. More than any 
other recreation, our resorts usually fea- 
ture toll free numbers that allow you to 
get more information. By and large, they 
want you to say your best diving was 
done at their resort. 

And, just So no one can say | didn’t try, 
here are a few of my personal best: 

Best marine life: The humpback whales 
in Hawaii; schooling hammerheads and 
giant mantas in Baja, California; 25 eagle 
rays in Belize; and an octopus laying 
eggs in the Bahamas. 

Best walls: Hanging off any of the verti- 
cal walls in Cayman, the Bahamas, Cozu- 
mel, Bay Islands, Fiji and the Coral Sea— 
then arguing about which was best. 

Best little critters: The town piers in 
Bonaire and St. Croix and marine life 
throughout the Philippines. 

Best wreck diving: Truk Lagoon and 
Florida, the East Coast from North Caroli- 
na to Maine, and the Great Lakes. 

Best local diving: Kelp forests in Cali- 
fornia, the colder waters of Puget Sound 
and the Gulf of Maine. 

Best diving experiences: First 15 
pound lobster off the New Jersey coast, 
then the first big one in California; my first 
photo dive in clear water (1971); and, in 
general, the first (i.e. first ice dive) any- 
thing in my personal diving experience. 

I'm still, of course, working on my list 
and hope to run into you sometime while 
you're working on yours. Maybe we can 
compare notes and determine, once and 
for all, where the best diving in the world 
IS! >see

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scuba instruction manuals. Many instruc- 
tors have not yet had an opportunity to 
use the new dive computers and digital 
consoles and are therefore reluctant to 
recommend them. It is understandable. 
Yet, time waits for no one—especially 
when dive companies are in a headlong 
race for their share of the market. 

But let’s get back to the poor consum- 
er. How does the new diver figure out 
what product does what? How does one 
separate sales claims from scuba facts 
and choose the right product to do the 
job? In order to intelligently discuss 1987 
instrument consoles, first we have to es- 
tablish basic definitions and functions: 

Depth Gauge—An instrument that tells 
you how deep you are. Some models of- 
fer the additional feature of a maximum 
depth indicator that tells you the deepest 
you've gone during the dive. 

Submersible Pressure Gauge—An 
instrument that tells you the air pressure 
(psi) in your scuba tank. This device is 
usually attached to the scuba regulator 
by a high pressure hose. 

Dive Timer—An instrument that auto- 
matically counts the number of minutes 
spent underwater during the dive. The 
same instrument may also count the 
number of minutes spent topside, be- 
tween dives. Some timers also count the 
number of dives made during the day. 
Temperature Gauge—An instrument

that measures the temperature in de- 
grees Fahrenheit while U/W. Some mod- 
els will also show air temperature. 

Compass—An instrument that allows 
accurate U/W navigation. It is used by 
divers to find their way back to the boat 
or place of entry on the shore. 

Console—A device that contains two 
or more of the above described instru- 
ments. Consoles are usually attached to 
the scuba regulator via a high pressure 
hose since one of the basic console in- 
struments is usually the submersible 
pressure gauge. 

Now that we understand the basic in- 
struments that may be in a console, let us 
review the four basic types of consoles 
promoted in today’s marketplace: 

1) Analog Console—The analog con- 
sole contains instruments with the tradi- 
tional circular dial face and needle. They 
are sturdy, reliable and easy to read with 
a glance. Although this is the most tradi- 
tional style of console, there are a sur- 
prising number of innovations this year, 
including glow-face dials, double-face 
dials and stylish colors to coordinate with 
BCs, wetsuits, etc. 

2) Digital/Analog Console—[his is a 
fairly new family of consoles, having 
been around only two to three years. In 
this type of console, some of the instru- 
ments are analog while others are digital. 
The most common digital instrument is

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one that shows bottom time, surface time 
and number of dives. Some of the newer 
digital/analog consoles feature digital 
depth gauges as well. 

3) All Digital Console—The all digital 
console is a brand new design. At pres- 
ent, there are only three companies pro- 
moting this concept. This console pro- 
vides a high-tech digital readout for tank 
pressure, depth, bottom time and temper- 
ature. The LCD screen is often enhanced 
by imaginative graphics. 

4) Dive Computer Console—The dive 
computer console is another brand new 
design. It incorporates all of the instru- 
ments described so far, plus a computer 
that may contain the entire no-decom- 
pression and decompression tables in its 
memory. The computer may help you do 
pre-dive planning, tell you how much time 
is left before decompression is needed 
and how to decompress if necessary. 

There are a variety of approaches to 
the dive computer console. Some are all 
digital while others are a combination an- 
alog/digital. And, some are modular, 
meaning the dive computer can be re- 
moved from the console and worn on the 
wrist if desired. 

While the above are the four basic 
types of consoles, each manufacturer 
has added its own distinctive designs and 
features to woo the consumer. How do 
you choose which console is best? The

hen the pros start talking about mul- 

tiple flash, most underwater pho- 
tographers panic. Don’t panic. Double 
flash can be easy to use and a lot of fun.

The secret to double flash is to start 
small. Start with macro and close-up, 
where flash distances and lighting angles 
are easy to control. 

An underwater flash casts light on the 
Subject, but at the same time it casts a 
shadow. The shadow often works against 
you, darkening or blackening a portion of 
an otherwise great picture. Light coming

from two different directions can help 
eliminate unwanted shadows. The picture 
appears brighter and reveals more detail. 
A second flash can also put a lot more 
snap in your pictures by allowing you to 
use back lighting, side lighting and rim 
lighting angles. 

Double flash doubles your lighting 
power. This can result in a full f/stop in- 
crease in exposure values. This is ideal 
for macro and close-up, as it allows you 
to use twin SB-103s at the optimum mac- 
ro exposure settings. 

Macro photography is best accom- 
plished with ASA/ISO 50 or 64 color 
slide films, such as Fujichrome 50, Ekta- 
chrome 64 or Kodachrome 64. These are 
ultra-fine grain films with rich color satu- 
ration. Macro photos taken with these 
films sparkle. 

The optimum f/stop setting for macro 
is f/22. This aperture offers the maximum 
depth of field, needed when using macro 
extension tubes. The tubes drastically re- 
duce the lens’ normal depth of field. With 
twin SB-103 Nikonos strobes, you can 
use ASA/ISO 50 or 64 film and still have 
enough light to preserve the f/22 aper- 
ture setting. 

The following is a suggested guide for 
strobe distances using two SB-103 
strobes at the same time. 





The above distances are figured on the 
basis of using twin SB-103 strobes with 
their Wide-Flash Adapters. These diffus- 
ers produce a warmer, softer lighting that 
is pleasing to the eye. The settings are 
slightly on the hot side (one-half f/stop 
overexposure) to ensure proper function- 
ing of the TTL auto exposure system on 
the Nikonos V. 

It is also important to note the table is 
only a basis from which to start. Expo- 
sures will vary depending on the clarity of 
the water and the reflectivity of the sub- 
ject being photographed. If shooting on 
manual exposure mode (full power), you 
can bracket your exposures by moving 
the flash head back one to two inches 
from the subject.

t the end of the 1941 thriller, The Mal- 
tese Falcon, Ward Bond picks up a 
black enamel statuette of a bird. 

“It's heavy. What is it?’’ Bond asks 
Humphrey Bogart. Bogie, portraying Sam 
Spade, the original icewater detective, 
turns the whole strange case over in his 
mind. The falcon has cost three men their 
lives. It will change the lives of four oth- 
ers. The black bird’s secret is that it is 
supposed to be stuffed with jewels worth 
a fortune. But, in the end, the bird turns 
out to be a fake. 

So Bogie, in his inimitable wry style, 
answers by paraphrasing Shakespeare: 
“The stuff that dreams are made of.”’ 

For thousands of us, searching for 
sunken treasure, retrieving a piece of 
brass, or just exploring a shipwreck is 
‘the stuff that dreams are made of.’’ But 
Our dreams are turning into nightmares 
as passage of the treacherous Aban- 
doned Shipwreck Act, S-858, comes 
closer to reality. | urge divers to act im- 
mediately to try and defeat it. Introduced 
by Senator Bill Bradley from New Jersey 
(New Jersey wreck divers take note), the 
bill is a continuation of the one we have 
defeated eight straight years in the House 
and Senate. 

Those pampered, self-indulged, well 
cushioned refugees from the ‘‘hard life’’ 
of politics just can’t get it through their 
thick skulls that their Abandoned Ship- 
wreck Act has been deep-sixed. It is an 
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act on a stage of deceit. It's an act in an 
ongoing play that closed after the curtain 
fell at the first performance in 1979. Al- 
though the actors still perform, the audi- 
ence left the theater years ago. As critic 


Rex Reed might say: “The plot and cast 


of characters are just plain stinko!”’ 

Nevertheless, the sky could fall in on all 
of us because the boys from Capitol Hill 
keep coming back. And, like Chicken Lit- 
tle, I'm having a hard time convincing 
some people to sit up and take notice. 
Bureaucrats are hurling buzz words at us 
such as protection, preservation and 
management; creating a smoke screen 
that clouds major issues. 

If passed, S-858 would become a fed- 
eral law that asserts ownership over 
abandoned shipwrecks and then simply 
transfers that ownership to the states! 
Recreational divers are justifiably suspi- 
cious Of wholesale state ownership of 
shipwrecks. How would you like it if your 
state declared a sunken World War ll 
tanker or freighter ‘‘historic?’’ It could 
happen. How would you like it if you had 
to apply for a permit to dive your favorite 


wreck? Licenses, fees and restrictions — 


would be the offspring of S-858. We 
would be locked out of our own oceans, 
lakes and waterways. 

Coincidentally, S-858 abolishes federal 
admiralty jurisdiction over claims for sal- 
vage rights to certain wrecks. Admiralty 
Law is what enabled Mel Fisher to win his 


case against Florida. State officials 
seized his treasure and kept it for seven 
years until he won it back through Admi- 
ralty Law in the Supreme Court. (See 
Wreck Facts, March 1987.) There must 
be continued recourse for sport divers 
and salvors to go to federal court for ad- 
judication. Trying to resolve such matters 
would be a joke in most state courts. 
some state and federal bureaucrats, 
plus a handful of academics, admit they 
don't want divers diving on any ship- 
wrecks. The real issue here is that the 
‘mystery’ of marine archaeology is not 
a mystery at all. Anybody can conduct 
underwater archaeology. The Atlantic Al- 
liance for Maritime Heritage Conservation 
has proven this, conducting workshops 
throughout the U.S. in survey, recovery 
and preservation techniques of ship- 
wrecks. The joy of this is no tax dollars 
are involved. State and federal archaeol- 
ogists, who need sizable amounts of tax 
dollars to conduct their projects, are feel- 
ing pressure from the exposure of their 
mystique. They are reacting out of fear for 
their jobs and are dismayed that grants 
and subsidies might be reduced as sport 
divers learn archaeological techniques. . 

The freedom to retrieve an artifact from 
marine sites by scientists, geographers, 
historians and sport divers would be re- 
stricted by new regulations generated 
through S-858. Some academic and his- 
torical foundation groups are becoming 
increasingly alarmed by the rapid spread 
of state and federal laws that restrict ac- 
cess to the water. Under Rights of Ac- 
cess in S-858, it says: ‘‘... guarantee 
recreational exploration of shipwreck 
sites.’’ When was the last time your state 
guaranteed you anything? In mine, the 
only guarantees are higher taxes and bu- 
reaucratic boondoggling. In the same 
Rights of Access section of S-858 it 
states: ‘‘Provide that reasonable access 
by the public to such abandoned ship- 
wrecks be permitted by the State holding 
title to such shipwrecks pursuant to sec- 
tion six of this Act.’’ Take note of the 
wording, ‘“permitted.’’ When you turn to 
section six, Rights of Ownership, it says: 
‘The United States asserts title to any 
abandoned shipwreck that is: 1. embed- 
ded in submerged lands of a State; 2. 
embedded in coralline formations pro- 
tected by a State on submerged lands of 
a State.’’ | ask you this: Aren’t most ship- 
wrecks embedded in something? Do you 
see the bureaucratic double-talk? If you 
want a copy of this six page farce, send 
me $1 and a stamped, self-addressed 
envelope and you can peruse the rest of 
this confusing jargon. 

The bill is flimsy. It contains many 
doubtful and confusing promises. Its ju- 
risdiction is enormous, extending along 
thousands of miles of coastline, interior 
lakes and inland waterways—including 
those in our western states. The bill 
would have drastic impact upon coastal,

1. B. Up to six atmospheres. Small, 
single-person chambers can simulate a 
depth of 60 feet. The preferred type of 
chamber can be pressurized to a depth 
of at least 165 feet. Chambers capable 
of pressure less than one atmosphere 
are hypobaric vessels and are not used 
to treat divers. 


2. B. or C. Commercial divers use 
chambers for decompression purposes, 
but recreational divers do not. Divers 
get recompressed in a recompression 
chamber, often called and used as a 
hyperbaric unit as well. 


3. A. Decompression sickness and 
B. Air Embolism. An air embolism is 
an arterial blockage and decompres- 
sion sickness is a venous blockage. 
Both types of blockages can be re- 
duced and possibly eliminated with re- 
compression. Pneumothorax and em- 
physema are treated medically. Re- 
compression is not in order for these 
injuries unless they occur in conjunc- 
tion with arterial gas embolism. 


4. C. Discouraged. Monoplace cham- 
bers are not usually rated for the pres- 
sure required for the treatment of div- 
ing injuries. They allow no access to 
the victim for medical assistance and 
they are usually pressurized with 100 
percent oxygen, which can lead to oxy- 
gen toxicity. Five minute air breaks are 
required after 20 minute periods of oxy- 
gen breathing. 
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5. A. A victim can remain under 
pressure while personnel and 
materials are transferred in and out. 
A double-lock chamber has an outer 
lock and an inner lock. Pressure can 
be raised in the outer lock to equal 
that of the inner lock, thereby allowing 
access to the inner lock; and the pres- 
sure in the outer lock can be lowered 
to allow passage in and out of the 
chamber while the inner lock remains 
pressurized. 


6. B. Pure oxygen. Small, monoplace 
chambers are usually pressurized with 
pure oxygen. They are most frequently 
used to treat illnesses such as gas 
gangrene, carbon monoxide poisoning 
and a variety of slow-healing wounds. 
They are not designed for the treat- 
ment of serious diving injuries. 


7. A. Compressed air. Treatment 
chambers have vast storage banks of 
compressed air to quickly pressurize 
the vessel in emergencies. Oxygen is 
also used for treatment inside the 
chamber, but the gas is supplied by 
means of demand masks or an oxygen 
hood. 


8. A. Fire and B. Oxygen toxicity. 
Owing to the high partial pressure of 
oxygen in the environment of a cham- 
ber, fire poses a serious threat. Fire 
prevention is an important part of 
chamber operations. Pure oxygen is 
breathed as part of the treatment for 
diving injuries and a toxic reaction may 
result. Oxygen breathing is interrupted 
with periods of air breathing to prevent 
toxicity. 


9. A. 60 feet. Victims of bends are 
pressurized to a depth of 60 feet and 
slowly decompressed, according to 
standardized treatment tables, for up to 
six hours. 


10. B. 165 feet. Air embolism victims 
are quickly pressurized to a depth 
equivalent to 165 feet. When a diver is 
unconscious after an ascent involving 
compressed air breathing, the same 
procedure is followed as a precaution. 
Unconscious patients must have a via- 
ble, open airway during recompression. 


Squeezes may pose a problem, but 
they are not a priority in a serious 
emergency. 


11. B. Periodically and C. To reduce 
the size of bubbles in the circulatory 
system. If oxygen is breathed continu- 
ously below 60 feet, convulsions will 
result; so its use requires special pro- 
cedures. Oxygen is breathed to flush 
nitrogen from the body. This leads to a 
reduction of bubble size since nitrogen 
is pulled from bubbles into the low-ni- 
trogen blood and tissues. For this 
same reason, oxygen is extremely ben- 
eficial for accident victims even before 
recompression. 


12. B. Compression to reduce the 
size of circulatory bubbles and C. 
Oxygen breathing to reduce the size 
of circulatory bubbles. Oxygen can 
reduce the size of bubbles in the circu- 
latory system as described in the previ- 
ous answer. The bubbles are also 
made smaller by compression under 
high pressure, but the reduction is not 
linear because the bubbles are 
spheres. For example, for a bubble to 
be reduced in diameter by 45 percent, 
a depth of 165 feet is required. 


13. A. Administer oxygen and C. 
Still get your buddy to the chamber. 
Oxygen should be administered for any 
serious diving injury. Even if it takes a 
day or more, your buddy should be 
taken to an appropriate facility for 
treatment. In-water treatment consti- 
tutes a repetitive dive and only com- 
pounds the problems; it should not be 
attempted. 


14. C. Divers Alert Network (DAN). 
DAN provides a valuable service to our 
community. In the event of an acci- 
dent, it can be contacted for informa- 
tion on the nearest diving physician, 
hyperbaric chamber, etc. This service 
is available 24 hours a day. All divers 
should support DAN by being members 
of the organization. 


It is good to be familiar with hyperbaric chambers, treatment principles 
and procedures used, and the precautions necessary during treatment. 
Chamber orientation is frequently included in advanced diving courses 
or offered by many chamber facilities. It is interesting and fun to learn 
more about chambers by taking a “ride” in one as part of an orienta- 
tion. This is the only way you would ever want to acquire chamber expe- 
rience. Remember that a little prevention is far better than a lot of treat- 


ment, so dive accordingly.

correspondence with divers inquir- 
ing about medical problems: 


SOFT CONTACT LENSES 

Many divers now use soft contacts 
while diving and they seem to have lit- 
tle problem with them. There is no 
contraindication to diving with them. If 
your mask floods, you may lose one 
or both, but otherwise, they should 
work well. 


BONE NECROSIS—NOT FROM 
DIVING 

There are no cases of bone necro- 
sis from sport diving reported and 
none in children who dive. Children do 
get minor bone necrosis while they 
are growing and there are many 
known cases of this. Most are of no 
consequence and do not cause per- 
manent problems. Again, they are not 
related to diving. 


MOUTH HERPES 

One reader wrote that his wife al- 
ways developed Herpes on her mouth 
after diving. This may come from the 
mild trauma caused by the mouth- 
piece compressing against the inner 
surface of the lips. One solution is to 
use a soft (natural) rubber mouth- 
piece, so compression of the mucosa 
is minimized. If this does not work, 
then your wife may have to avoid sun 
and diving for several months until her 
immune system can effectively sup- 
press the virus. If this is not done then 
diving will be difficult and should most 
likely be avoided. 


HOT SHOWER AFTER DIVING 

There has always been some con- 
cern about a diver taking a hot shower 
immediately after diving. This is be- 
Cause gases dissolved in fluids, such 
as in the body after a dive, are less 
soluble when the fluid is heated. This 
is the opposite of solids dissolved in li- 
quids, where warmer temperatures 
allow more solids to dissolve. In the 
case of dissolved gases, warmer 
means less dissolved gas. 

From this physical concept came 
the idea that a hot shower after diving 
might cause gases to come out of so- 
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lution and cause the 
bends. In actual prac- 
tice, this has not been 
the case, and in gener- 
al, there is no signifi- 
cant problem in taking 
a hot shower after div- 
ing. In some commer- 
cial deep or saturation diving expo- 
sures, hot showers are sometimes 
avoided for several hours after surfac- 
ing, but the sport diving exposure is 
not severe enough to cause concern. 


DIVING AFTER EYE SURGERY 

After adequate healing of the surgi- 
cal incisions in the eye, and assurance 
there are no air pockets remaining in 
the eye after the surgery, the patient 
should be able to return to diving. 
There have been several people who 
wrote to say they had been diving suc- 
cessfully after lens surgery. 

The concerns involve risk of infec- 
tion if the surgical incisions are not 
well healed. Waiting three to four 
months after surgery should solve this 
problem. Several ophthalmologists 
have indicated they could see no 
problem with the lens implants. How- 
ever, there must be no remaining air 
pockets in the eye, because they will 
change volume with depth and could 
Cause injury to the eye. 


DIVING AFTER LUNG 
SURGERY 

Removal of a lung creates a major 
Change in the normal mechanics of 
the chest and would make the patient 
prone to injury of the remaining lung, 
with the possible risk of air embolism 
from lung overpressure. Because of 
the changes in lung mechanics, | 
would suggest such patients not dive 
because of the risk of air embolism. It 
is also likely exercise tolerance will be 
reduced after one lung is removed. 
Loss of half of the oxygen transport 
capacity of the lungs may place a div- 
er in jeopardy during heavy exercise. 


A CAREER IN DIVING 
MEDICINE 
There are many ways to pursue a 
career in diving medicine. Those inter- 
ested could do a post-doc after medi- 








cal school 
and intern- 
ship in a diving 
research laborato- 
ry. Joining the navy 
and becoming a subma- 
rine medical officer is another option. 
The navy training program includes an 
excellent course in diving medicine. 
There are several women who have 
gone through the course and are now 
diving medical officers in the navy. 
The school is in Panama City, Florida. 
Training in diving medicine always 
complements another career. 





DIVING WHILE PREGNANT 

In women who dive while pregnant 
there is some evidence the baby may 
develop bends even when the mother 
has a safe dive. These data come 
from animal studies, but they are com- 
pelling. There is also concern that the 
increased oxygen concentration could 
cause harm to the developing fetus. 
There are well documented cases of 
eye injury in newborns given high oxy- 
gen partial pressures. This situation 
will not occur when diving, but if you 
needed treatment for bends or air em- 
bolism, the high oxygen under pres- 
sure is likely to injure the fetus. Be- 
cause of these concerns, we recom- 
mend that women put the health of the 
baby first and avoid diving until after it 
is delivered. Then, the mother can re- 
turn to diving without any concerns. 


TOOTH PAIN AFTER DIVING 

One reader wrote regarding tooth 
pain after diving. | feel his physician 
was correct in diagnosing a sinus 
squeeze from diving. This is a com- 
mon problem that often comes from 
having some congestion in the nose 
and sinus area while diving. Usually, if 
the diver gets over the congestion, the 
sinus squeeze will not return. If it 
does, then he/she should have an ex- 
am by an ENT doctor to be sure there 
isn't a blocked sinus. 

lf decongestants are used, the prob- 
lem should not occur in the future. 

The sinus lies directly over the teeth 
and nerves to it can be compressed 
when a squeeze occurs, causing tooth 
Dain. >t.

ithin the motorboating industry, the 
downsizing of outboard motors is 
becoming apparent. Like the automotive 
industry several years ago, fuel economy 
without sacrificing power is what out- 
board motor designers are striving to 
accomplish. It has taken almost five years 
for Mariner engineers to design and build 
the ideal outboard engine. However, the 
long awaited Mariner 75, three cylinder 
outboard is well worth a look. 
The 75 horsepower motor was the sec- 
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ond engine SKIN DIVER had arrangéd to 
test at the Mariner Outboard Testing Fa- 
cility in Placida, Florida. The metallic gray 
engine, equipped with power trim, power 
tilt, remote steering and throttle was 
rigged and ready to go when we arrived. 
Mounted on the transom, of a small ski 
boat, the smooth, responsive steering 
linkage and throttle control was a little like 
handling a Grand Prix race car. 

When the throttle was pushed forward, 
the quick response of the motor was im- 
pressive. With the chill wind slapping my 
face, | immediately had visions of driving 
Miss Budweiser across the choppy bay. 
And yet, even at full throttle, engine noise 
and vibration were kept to a minimum—a 
result of quiet engine dampers and 
through-hub exhaust. 

Mariner Outboard Motors has intro- 
duced several innovative design features 
on the new three cylinder 75 over last 
year’s four cylinder 75. For starters, the 
new Mariner 75s have a large three cylin- 


dible sensor verifies oil level and system 
function. If one day you should find your- 
self caught at sea with little oil in the unit, 
the sensor is designed to warn at one 
hour of running at full throttle to allow time 
to return to the dock. 

These engines have been designed to 
run on 78 octane fuels and have also 
been tested successfully on 65 octane fu- 
els. The Mariner outboards have also 
been tested and run on Third World oils 
and are tolerant to four cycle oil. (Though 
it is not recommended, Third World oils 
are often four cycle oil). 

The integral working parts of the Mari- 
ner outboard line are most impressive. 
Mariner engineers have consistently 
achieved high hour performance testing. 
This increase in durability is largely owing 
to improved component design. For ex- 
ample, the keystone type piston rings 
eliminate carbon build-up and the pistons 
are made from a high silicon composite

features integral oil injection—100:1 at 
idle and 50:1 at full throttle. The injection 
system is gear driven from the crankshaft 
and delivers oil not only relative to crank 
speed but also to throttle position. Also, 
rather than using multi-port oil injection, 
the oil is injected into the system at the 
fuel pump. This feature, of course, guar- 
antees better oil mixing and is less sus- 
ceptible to dirt and foreign contamination. 

The self-contained oil tank fits snugly 
under the engine cowl and is encapsulat- 
ed in rubber. The easy access oil filling 
feature is enhanced by the clam: shell 
cowling and latch mechanism. The on 
board oil tank has a one gallon capacity 
(18 hours of running at 3,500 rpm; 6 
hours at open throttle). 

This simple unit has less plumbing, 
minimizing oil leaks and can be conven- 
iently checked at all times by simply 
glancing through a transparent window 
on the engine cowl. Additionally, should 
you forget to check the oil, a low level au-

wheels! | mean, the Eagle metal de- 
tector will do everything but carry you to 
treasure. Microprocessor controlled, with 
no knobs or dials, this programmable unit 
has a host of high tech features including 
indication of ‘“‘hits’’ in both audio and vis- 
ual (LCD screen) modes. And, just like 
many modern 35mm cameras, it offers 
the simplicity of fully automatic operation 
or the flexibility of a multitude of user con- 
trolled settings. 

The Eagle metal detector from White's 
Electronics is not intended to be used un- 
derwater. The searchcoil is submersible, 
so the unit can be used in shallow 
streams, ponds or at the beach, but the 
electronics box should never get wet. 
However, divers don't spend all their time 
underwater, and a tremendous amount of 
treasure has been found at the beach 
and inland. 

Primarily designed as a coin shooter, 
the Eagle can be used to search for eve- 
rything from foil to fenders. And, it can be 
set to register or ignore any of it. You can 
even teach the Eagle what's hot and 
what's not. 


PHYSICAL FEATURES 

The first thing that stands out about the 
Eagle is its control panel. At the top of the 
hand grip, it has no knobs or dials and 
features 14 small, labeled touch pads 
and an LCD screen. There is a light 
above the screen for nighttime operation 
and a trigger switch on the back of the 
control panel. 

The Eagle’s hand grip is securely at- 
tached to the top of the electronics box. 
It protrudes slightly forward and above 
the box. In this position, the grip is cen- 
tered at the point of balance for the entire 
metal detector. It takes no effort at all to 
hold the Eagle in the perfect position for 
correct use. 

The Eagle’s blue electronics box fea- 
tures a speaker on top for audio monitor- 
ing. This is Mylar plastic, so moisture in 
the air won't affect it. A headphone jack 
is next to the speaker. The box has oper- 
ational instructions and other valuable in- 
formation printed on both its top and bot- 
tom and has a hinged door at the rear for 
access to the battery compartment. 

The electronics box is attached to an 
adjustable (24-36 inches) aluminum 
shaft. The box can be removed from the 
shaft and worn on an optional hip. mount. 
An optional eloow support/hand grip is 
then used with the shaft. 

The Eagle comes with a waterproof, 
eight inch diameter, concentric loop 
searchcoil. It is powered by four C-cells 
incorporated in a removable battery 
pack. Two packs are provided. One con- 
tains rechargeable nickel cadmium cells, 
the other can be filled with alkaline cells. 
A charger is included. A full charge takes 
eight hours and will power the Eagle for 
about eight hours of use.

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OPERATION 

The Eagle offers an amazing amount of 
flexibility in selecting control options. The 
scope of this article won't permit an in- 
depth discussion of each one, but an 
overview is provided. As almost all op- 
tions are controlled by the touch pads, 
the discussion of these will serve as a 
guide to the use of the Eagle. 

ON/OFF: When the Eagle is off, the 
LCD screen is blank. When the On/Off 
touch pad is pressed, all possible dis-

plays on the screen are activated at once. 
After a moment, the screen clears except 
for a small illustration of a detector with 
its coil upward, which appears above the 
Air pad. 

AIR: Hold the searchcoil up in the air 
and press the Air pad. This air balances 
the Eagle. 

GDN: When an illustration of a detector 
(with the coil down) appears above the 
Gnd pad, place the searchcoil on the 
ground and press that pad. This ground 
balances the Eagle. 

When this is complete, the White’s logo 
will appear at the bottom of the LCD 
screen, indicating the detector is ready 
for operation. 

LAMP: When you press the Lamp pad, 
a light above the LCD screen comes on. 
When the Lamp pad is pressed and held, 
a two digit number appears on the 
screen. This is the battery indicator, and 
the number shown indicates the charge: 
For example, the number 60 indicates 
6.0 volts—48 equals 4.8 volts. 

VOL: There are two Vol pads. With 
these, several levels of volume can be 
selected for the audio tone. The settings 
are graphically displayed on the LCD 
screen by dark bars. 

SENS: The Sens pad controls the sen- 
Sitivity of the Eagle’s search—more sensi- 
tive means a deeper search. When the

Chilles, if you recall Greek mythology, 

was a hero in Homer's story of the 
Trojan War. His Success as a warrior was 
owing, in part, to his invulnerability—a 
protective shield, so to speak, which re- 
sulted when his mother held him by the 
heel and dipped him in the Styx, a river 
encircling the lower world. Achilles met 
his end when Paris shot an arrow into his 
heel, the only unprotected spot on his 
body. Hence, Achilles’ heel refers to a 
vulnerable point: A mortal weakness. 

Concentrating on the positive aspects 
of his almost total invulnerability, Achilles 
would seem to be an appropriate name 
for an inflatable boat. Except for that tiny 
heel, the name conjures up images of al- 
most complete indestructibility. Quite like- 
ly, the Achilles Corporation of Tokyo, Ja- 
pan, had this type of recognition in mind 
when selecting its name. The inflatable 
reviewed this month, the Achilles SD-156 
sportboat, appears to carry on the an- 
cient warrior’s tradition. 

Lying about midway (in terms of length 
and price) in the extensive line of 39 
models of inflatable boats available from 
Achilles, the SD-156 is a tough skinned 
vessel. Indeed, the ‘‘skin’’ of this boat 
starts with a heavy duty fabric woven of 
840 denier nylon. Two separate layers of 
neoprene are applied to the inside sur- 
face and a layer of Hypalon is applied to 
the outer surface. The neoprene serves 
as an airtight barrier, while the Hypalon 
compound provides superior resistance 
to damage from abrasions, oil and gaso- 
line, sunlight, ozone and saltwater. Ac- 
cording to Achilles, the company uses 
the highest percentage of Hypalon in its 
materials (about 80 percent) in the indus- 
try. The nylon and Hypalon layers are ca- 
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The SD-156 features a transom with a 
heavy duty engine mounting plate. The 
SD-156 has removable inflation valves. 


lendered (pressed into and onto the fab- 
ric under high heat and pressure) in suc- 
cessive operations. The material is cut in- 
to the desired shapes and joined at the 
edges with a full one inch overlap seam, 
reinforced with seam tape inside and out. 

After the side tubes are formed they 
are securely bonded to the fiberglass re- 
inforced plywood transom. Although a 35 
horsepower, standard shaft engine is 
recommended, this transom will handle 
up to a 55 hp engine. To provide protec- 
tion from the engine clamp and prevent 
engine movement, the transom is fitted 
with a heavy duty aluminum engine 
mounting plate. Additionally, fabric 
guards at each side help keep prop 





splash out of the boat. 

While the smaller forward floorboards 
are fiberglass, the larger sections aft, in 
the standard boat, are of heavy marine 
plywood finished with a high gloss var- 
nish. Optionally available are aluminum 
floorboards, for only about $90 more. 
These are highly recommended since 
they will withstand the abuse of heavy 


diving equipment better than those of 
wood. In either case, divers should con- 
sider covering the decking with indoor/ 
outdoor carpeting for added protection. 
As you might have guessed, the Achil- 
les SD-156 is strongly built. Other strong 
points include a number of desirable fea- 
tures for any watersport activity, but es- 
pecially nice for diving applications. For 
a boat with an overall length of 15% feet 
and a beam of 6%, the interior offers a lot 
of room: Inside length is 9% feet, sans 
bowdodger and the beam is almost three 
feet. The tubes are large—just short of 20 
inches in diameter—and account for the 
massive loading capacity of 2,750 
pounds; that’s almost one and one-half 
tons for a boat less than 16 feet in length 
and only about 230 pounds in weight. 
Extra protection is given the tubes by 
a wide, molded rubber rubbing strake 
that extends all around the outboard 
edge. Bonded to the top of the tubes, 
along their entire length, is the combina- 
tion lacing cuff/spray deflector, the aft 
two-thirds of which serve as the attach- 
ment for the lifelines. Four molded rubber 
lifting handles (one provided fore and aft 
on each side) make carrying the boat by 
hand easier and a fifth handle on the in- 
side of the starboard tube offers a secure 
hand-hold for the helmsman when oper- 
ating at high speeds. Near the top inside 
surface of the tubes are seven D-rings 
that can be conveniently used to tie down 
miscellaneous equipment. Additional 
standard features include a removable 
bowdodger (complete with its own sup- 
port bar); a combination stainless steel 
towing ring and bow carrying handle; two 
extra stainless steel towing D-rings low 
on the bow; a self-bailing bilge drain; 
large inflation/deflation valves (remov- 
able one-way valves, capped for double 
protection); a carrying/storage bag; a 
high volume foot pump; a repair kit; and 
a fuel tank tie down. Also, if the bow- 
dodger is not used, its support bracket 
makes a perfect holder for the staff of a 
divers down flag. Although the SD-156 
does not come with oars, it would be a 
good investment to have them added by 
the dealer. Should a problem arise with 
the engine, you might find paddles are in- 
adequate in providing much propulsion. 
In addition to durability, Achilles 
stresses safety in its boats. As their litera- 
ture states, “You'll usually find at least 
one more chamber on an Achilles than 
on any comparable competing model.”’ 
As an example, the SD-156 has five sep- 
arate air chambers, plus the inflatable 
(Continued on Page 168)

he Liberator has a streamlined, drag 
reducing shape; twin vertical stabi- 
lizers; power; variable angle of attack; 
quick takeoff; and incorporates the most 
modern, lightweight materials. Sounds 
like something with which to combat Iraqi 
jets, doesn't it? Actually, however, it’s de- 
signed for diver comfort and efficient pro- 
pulsion underwater. The TUSA (Tabata 
USA) Liberator fin takes the hottest fin 
style—plastic blade material—and up- 
dates it with several innovative features. 
The Liberator’s overall shape is racy 
looking and hydrodynamically designed 
to cut smoothly through the water. Its 
blade is made of a snappy, lightweight 
elastomer for increased propulsion with 
reduced fatigue. It has tall side ribs that 
run from the heel of the footpocket, taper- 
ing to the blade tip, providing strength 
and efficiently channeling water. At the 
blade tip there are two vertical stabilizers 
to further reduce sideslip. These also 
hold the blade up off boat decks to re- 
duce abrasion during that interval when 
the diver is suited up yet not in the water. 
The fin blade features a large vent near 
the tip of the footpocket. Its unique shape 
is designed to channel water through the 
blade in different directions on the upkick 
and downkick—reducing water resist- 
ance on the former and increasing effi- 
ciency on the latter. 
The Liberator’s footpocket is made of 
a flexible elastomer, securely bonded to 
the blade. Part of this bonding includes 
herringbone shaped ridges of the foot- 
pocket material that protrude through the 
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blade material beneath the foot. These 
not only add to the bond, they provide 
traction for the wearer. 

The footpocket is wide and stream- 
lined. It has a soft, double ridge at the 
opening for comfort and resistance to 
tearing. It also has two drain slots at the 
toe. Plastic inserts are provided with the 
fins to prevent distortion of the footpocket 
during long periods of storage. 

Some of the most impressive features 
of the Liberator are found in its strap/ 
buckle system. Probably the most unique 
of these is that each buckle has a quick 
release mechanism. By pinching two tabs 
on the buckle, that end of the heel strap, 
including its adjustment mechanism, can 
be instantly released. This allows the 
wearer to maintain a snug strap adjust- 
ment, yet put on or take off the fin without 
effort or changing the adjustment. 

An alternate method of donning the fin 
makes use of another convenience fea- 
ture: swivel buckles. Merely pull the heel

strap down out of the way to slip the foot 
in the footpocket, then pull the strap back 
up behind the heel. A large, sturdy pull 
tab—with prominent ridges for good grip- 
ping by gloved fingers—makes this easy. 
The swivel buckles also allow the strap to 
be positioned for individual comfort. 

The method of strap adjustment is, it- 
self, an excellent convenience feature.

supply and overfill, respectively. 

In the bottom center of the SPG is an 
analog thermometer that reads air/water 
temperatures from 15 to 130°F.

Actually not a descendant of 
the 2SL, but an alternative to it, 
the Tekna Mask 3 features a 
twin lens design. The 
mask’s small frame (on- 
ly 5.75 inches across) 
positions these tem- 
pered glass lenses 
close to the face. 

This allows a wide 

angle of view and 
makes the mask |

water. The Mask 3’s 

small size should also 
allow it to fit divers with 
narrow faces. 

The frame is made of trans- 
parent polycarbonate for 
strength and light weight. It is avail- 
able in aqua, citrine yellow, watermelon, 
cobalt blue, candy apple red or opaque 
black. These colors match those of Tekna 
snorkels and fins and will complement 
other gear as well. All styles have black 
plastic inserts around the lenses. 

The Mask 3’s skirt is soft, hypoaller- 
genic silicone rubber (clear on all masks 
except the black, which has a black sili- 
cone skirt).

Eagle is activated, the sensitivity is set at 
3 and this numeral is displayed on the 
screen. By pressing the pad, the sensitiv- 
ity can be changed from 1-5, with 5 the 
most sensitive. 

AUDIO MODE: The Eagle indicates 
hits on its LCD screen, but these visual in- 
dicators often change so fast as to be 
confusing during a rapid search. Conse- 
quently, the operator should concentrate 
on the audio tone to initially locate ob- 
jects. Three audio modes are available, 
controlled by the Audio Mode touch pad. 
They are indicated on the screen as A, B 
or C. Mode A has a threshold tone that in- 
creases in volume when metal is de- 
tected. This mode requires the searchcoil

to be in motion for accurate readings. 
Mode B, also requiring motion, has no 
threshold tone. You only hear a tone 
when there's a hit. Mode C will work with 
or without searchcoil motion. It has a 
threshold tone and a second, higher fre- 
quency tone is heard when there’s a hit. 

AUTO TRAC: When the Eagle is first 
turned on, a black bar appears next to 
the Auto Trac pad, indicating this function 
is active. This means the detector will au- 
tomatically adjust its ground balance ac- 
cording to changing conditions. Pressing 
the pad turns Auto Trac off. 

DISC ON: When the Eagle is first acti- 
vated, a black bar next to the Disc On 
pad indicates the discriminator is on. In 
this mode, the Eagle will follow pro- 
gramed search parameters, accepting or 
rejecting various metals. If the pad is 
pressed, the black bar disappears, indi- 
cating the discriminator is off. In this 
mode all metals will be accepted. 

LRN ACC CLR/LRN REJ SET: The

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the unit to display words such as: dollar, 
half, quarter, pull tab, foil, iron.

DOUBLE FLASH TRAY 

Assuming you have decided to pur- 
chase two SB-103 strobes (or add a sec- 
ond SB-103), there are just two more 
items you will need. One is the Nikonos 
Double Bracket. This 13.25 inch solid 
cast metal bar allows you to attach twin 
SB-103 strobes to one Nikonos camera— 
one strobe on each side. The Double 
Bracket will work with any model Nikonos 











and is especially helpful in macro and 
close-up photography. It allows you to set 
up a miniature underwater studio with 
flash heads firmly fixed at precise angles 
and distances. The Double Bracket re- 
tails for $139.50. 


DOUBLE SYNC CORD 

The other key item is the Nikonos Dou- 
ble Sync Cord. As mentioned, it allows 
you to hook up both SB-103 strobes to 
one camera. The same cord can be used 
to hook up two SB-102 strobes or one 
SB-103 and one SB-102. 

The Double Sync Cord is fully wired for 
TTL automatic flash or manual flash. The 
cord also allows you to shut off one 
strobe for single flash usage as well.

COMPUTERIZED SCUBA 


The Scuba RoundTable, a nationwide 
computerized scuba information service 
available only on GEnie (General Electric 
Network for Information Exchange), of- 
fers nondivers and divers—from begin- 
ners through master instructors—a great 
deal of information about the sport.

Lesson vi: Why Macro Photography ?

Macro photography pro- 
vides an entirely new 
perspective of a coral 
reef. Top: A 1:3 macro 
shot of a moray eel; posi- 
tioning an eel in a macro 
framer.

Mie is a specialized form of photog- 
raphy where the camera lens Is po- 
sitioned very close to the subject and rec- 
ords a relatively large image on the film. 
When the film is then projected on a 
screen or made into color print enlarge- 
ments, there is an extremely high magni- 
fication of the original subject. 

For example, a one inch long shrimp is 
photographed on slide film with a 1:1 
(pronounced one-to-one) macro setup: 
When this slide is projected on a four foot 
square screen, magnification is 48-to-1. 
The result is a four foot long shrimp on 
the projection screen. Suddenly, the mi- 
nuscule shrimp has grown to the size of 
a small dinosaur! 

This impressive magnification is 
achieved by placing an extension tube 
between the camera body and the lens. 
A small wire framer is attached to the ex- 
tension tube and positioned in front of the 
lens for framing and focus. The camera 
viewfinder is never used, except for 
checking TTL flash data. 


WHY START WITH MACRO? 

You are probably wondering why we 
have decided to start with macro as your 
first underwater photography experience. 
The answer is simple: Macro is the easi- 
est form of underwater photography for 
the beginning camera enthusiast. In addi- 
tion, it is one of the most rewarding. 

The underwater pictures you obtain 
from your first few macro sessions will 
absolutely amaze you. The images will be 
sharp, the colors vibrant. You will be 
thrilled with the results. 


SEVEN BENEFITS OF MACRO 

What makes macro photography so 
easy and fascinating? There are seven 
basic benefits of this specialty: 

1) A different perspective 

2) High magnification 

3) Maximum color saturation 

4) Exquisite detail in sharp focus 

5) Can be done anywhere 

6) Easy to learn and easy to do 

7) Greatest return for least investment 

A DIFFERENT PERSPECTIVE 

Macro provides an entirely different 
perspective of the coral reef. lt opens a 
whole new world to divers by showing 
them the “little people’ who live on, in- 
side and around the reef. In fact, you can 


find an amazing number of little creatures 
in even the simplest environment, such 
as an eel grass patch, a rubble bottom or 
a boat pier. 

Most divers swimming over a coral reef 
do not normally notice these tiny crea- 
tures, because the human eye is at- 
tracted to the larger objects such as huge 
brain corals or tall seafans. The small 
creatures are there, but their minuscule 
size and natural camouflage prevent 
easy detection. 

Yet, when a diver approaches the 
same reef with a macro set-up (extension 
tube and wire framer), a transition takes 
place. Now the diver becomes a sharp 
eyed hunter who scans every inch of the 
bottom, searching for tiny creatures who 
peek out of crevices or hide under 
ledges. Every coral head or patch be- 
comes an underwater city filled with thou- 
sands of amazing residents. 


HIGH MAGNIFICATION 

The most striking aspect of rr 
tography is the high magnification. 
divers have ever seen these creatures up 
close, let alone have them magnified 10 
to 50 times their normal size. The result 
is indeed startling. 

This magnification is part of the change 
in perspective. Macro is much like using 
a microscope. For example, a full profile 
photograph of a horse is not unusual. Yet 
a blow-up photo of the horse’s eyeball or 
nostril would be startling. Both pictures il- 
lustrate the same horse but the change of 
perspective makes one more unusual 
than the other. Magnification is a power- 
ful tool in photography. 


MAXIMUM COLOR SATURATION 

Macro offers the richest, brightest col- 
ors obtainable in any form of underwater 
photography. This is owing to two basic 
factors: strong flash illumination and very 
little color filtration by water. 

In underwater macro, the distance be- 
tween the camera lens and subject 
ranges between 2.5 and 7 inches. The 
distance between strobe and subject is 
12 inches or less. Therefore, the light en- 
tering the camera lens is virtually unaf- 
fected by the color filtration effect of wa- 
ter. You obtain a very high purity of color 
not normally achieved in other forms of 
underwater photography. 

Since the strobe is held so close to the 
subject, the lighting is exceptionally 
bright. The aperture setting on the cam- 
era is usually /22. As a result, the strong 
light from the flash brings out all of the 
highlights and color tones. The pictures 
seem to have a special richness and 
sparkle not nermally seen in longer dis- 
tance shots. 


















EXQUISITE DETAIL IN 
SHARP FOCUS 
Another impressive aspect of macro is 
the exquisite detail and sharp focus of the

pictures. Again, this is produced by the 
bright lighting conditions and the f/22 ap- 
erture. The results are often breathtak- 
ing—a revelation of exquisite detail. 
Macro is by far the best way to appre- 
ciate nature's most magnificent works of 
art. The intricate structure of a banded 
coral shrimp or the amazing camouflage 
of a seahorse will often bring ‘‘oohs”’ and 
“aahs’’ from the viewing audience. 
Many divers who set out to be under- 
water macro photographers end up also 
becoming marine biology buffs. Identifi- 
cation of the subject becomes just as im- 
portant as sharp focus and good compo-

sition. You begin to develop an apprecia- 
tion for reef ecology and the magnificent 
creatures who populate this world. 


CAN BE DONE ANYWHERE 

An appealing advantage of macro is 
that it can be done most anywhere. While 
standard lens and wide angle photogra- 
phy require good to excellent underwater 
visibility, turbid conditions are not a prob- 
lem for macro. 

A rule-of-thumb in underwater photog- 
raphy is that visibility should be five times 
the intended distance between camera 
and subject. In other words, if you intend

Along the East Coast of 

the United States, a 

multitude of rivers flow 

into the Atlantic Ocean. 

These tidal areas are the birthing ground 

for a myriad of marine life. Tiny mussels 

develop into huge colonies that carpet 

the river from bank to bank. Algae grows 

along the fringes of the mussel beds and 

among the bivalves. These tiny inhabit- 

ants of the marine community are the sta- 

ples for many types of marine life, includ- 
ing sea bass. Life flourishes here! 

Late summer brings an influx of juve- 
nile sea bass, which have an insatiable 
curiosity. Initially, they dart from rock to 
rock, scrambling for safety when an in- 
truder such as a diver invades their do- 
main. Spurred by their natural curiosity, 
they soon reappear to size up this mon- 
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ster from another world. As the feeling of 
safety overcomes them, juvenile sea 
bass become constant companions 
throughout the dive. 

The wariness of the Atlantic marine life 
chain in general makes photography an 
exhausting and often fruitless endeavor. 
The juvenile sea bass is certainly the ex- 
ception. Enticing a baby sea bass into the 
wires of a macro framer is as simple as 
Stirring up the sandy bottom so the fish 
might find a tasty morsel thrown adrift into 
the water column. While preoccupied, it 
hardly realizes the crafty photographer 
has snapped its picture. 

Unfortunately, as things must be, sea 
bass grow up and the photographic op- 
portunities diminish drastically. As they 
mature, these fish move out to inhabit lo- 
cal shipwrecks where the juvenile’s natu-

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ral curiosity is transformed into a high 
awareness of uncommon danger signals. 
Spearfishermen must hone their skills to 
bring home this tasty seafood delight on 
a regular basis. 

The sea bass has a wide distribution, 
ranging from Florida to Cape Cod with an 
occasional straggler found as far north as 
Maine. Underwater structures and obs- 
tructions are important to their well being 
as this fish is usually found around rocky 
jetties, on rocky bottoms, near piers and 
wharves and on shipwrecks. It inhabits 
water with depths ranging from only a 
few feet to more than 400. Sea bass are 
brown, dark gray or blue-black in color, 
can reach a length of two feet and may 
attain a weight of eight pounds—in con- 
trast to other game fish on the East Coast 
such as blackfish (tautog), which reach

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t's so tiny it looks like a toy. But, turn it 

on, see how bright it is and you'll Know 
the MiniHylite was not designed for chil- 
dren. Only four and three-quarters inches 
long, this little light puts out a surprisingly 
bright beam—up to 400 percent brighter 
than that of ordinary pocket flashlights, 
according to Oceanic. This is because it 
uses a special bulb that contains xenon 
gas. This allows the filament to burn hot- 
ter, producing a brighter beam. Although 
a hotter burning filament usually shortens 
bulb life, this is not the case with this spe- 
cial bulb. According to Oceanic the Mini- 
Hylite’s bulb should provide about 20 
hours of use. 

The MiniHylite was designed to fit into 
the holster on top of the Datamaster | 
digital dive computer. Thus positioned, it 
is easy to remove and use. If you don’t

have a Datamaster, carry the MiniHylite in 
a BC pocket or attached to the cord of 
your BC whistle. There it is easily acces- 
sible for either topside or or underwater 
use in any low light situation. The light is 
so bright and so easy to carry it also 
makes an excellent backup for your larg- 
er dive light. 

The MiniHylite is powered by two AAA 
alkaline cells, which have a burn time of 
about two hours. Most dive stores do not 
carry batteries and if you buy a dive light 
in one of them, you have to get the batter- 
ies someplace else. Through a special 
arrangement with Duracell, however, 
each MiniHylite comes with batteries. The 
whole package sells for just $11.95. Re- 
placement bulb/reflector assemblies re- 
tail for $2.95. 

The diameter of the MiniHylite is just 
one-half inch. According to the manufac- 
turer, as a result of its compact shape the 
light is pressure resistant to 2,000 feet. 
We'll have to take Oceanic’s word for it, 
this is one claim SKIN DIVER has no in- 
tention of testing! 

Not including the batteries, the MiniHy- 
lite breaks down into five components: an 
O-ring sealed body, lens cap, leaf clip 
and bulb/reflector with coil spring. It is 
easy to assemble and disassemble. The 
only maintenance needed is a rinse in 
freshwater when the dive day is over and 
an occasional cleaning and lubricating 
(with silicone grease) of the O-ring (clean 
the O-ring groove at the same time). If the 
leaf clip falls out when you’re replacing 
the batteries, note that it fits into a groove 
on the lip of the body. 

The MiniHylite is turned on by screwing 
down the lens cap. Reverse this proce- 
dure to turn it off. Although this can be 
done with just a one-quarter twist, a full 
twist is recommended so it does not acti- 
vate accidentally. 

The MiniHylite is little light with a sur- 
prisingly bright beam and an equally sur- 
prising low price. See it at your Oceanic

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to take a picture at a distance of 5 feet 
you should have a minimum visibility of 
25 feet for halfway decent pictures. In 
macro, you will be operating at a distance 
of three to seven inches. Underwater visi- 
bility of as little as two feet will still allow 
you to obtain good images. 

When conditions get murky and no oth- 
er type of photography is possible, you 
will find most U/W photographers resort- 
ing to macro. In addition, macro is ideal 
for night diving because of the preset 
controls and simplistic framing and focus. 


The most attractive aspect of macro is 
its simplicity. All camera controls are pre- 
set before the dive. There is no need for 
readjustment, no need for complex cal- 
culations. It is basically a ‘‘point and 
shoot’ technique. Probably the hardest 
part of the entire activity is finding a crea- 
ture and setting up the shot. 

Most people can learn to shoot macro 
pictures in three dives or less and the pic- 
tures they obtain are often good enough 
for presentation in a slide show. 

Now this does not mean you become 
an instant expert overnight. The skills of 
macro photography can be a life-long 
pursuit. However, you can achieve good 
pictures very quickly and improve your 
techniques steadily. 

Macro photography is easy because 
the equipment is so simple and compact. 
The camera and small strobe will not in- 
hibit your swimming nor cause any diving 
hardship. You don't need to carry a lot of 
bulky equipment or extra accessories. 

Last but not least, macro photography 
is Comparatively inexpensive. It requires 
the least investment and the least number 
of accessories. 

The standard Nikonos V camera is just 
fine and the standard 35mm lens is well 
suited for macro work. The only other 
lens that can be used with the camera for 
macro is the 28mm. 

As for flash, a small, compact under- 
water strobe is the most desirable. Gen- 
erally speaking, these smaller strobes 
are much less expensive than the large, 
wide angle models. A TTL model is nice 
but not mandatory. You can produce ex- 
cellent macro photos with a non-TTL 
strobe if budget is a consideration. 

The only special accessories required 
for macro work are the extension tubes 
and wire framers. You will need a basic 
selection of two to three sizes for han- 
dling all situations, but you can get start- 
ed with just one if necessary. 

The point here is that macro photogra- 
phy offers you the greatest possible re- 
turn for the least investment. You will get 
the sharpest and most colorful pictures,

The subject of environmental pollution 
is much too extensive and complex to 
deal with completely in Technifacts. This 
column, and the one to follow, are de- 
signed solely to identify some of the kinds 
of water pollution and the places they 
may be encountered; why they should be 
avoided; and to suggest methods and 
types of equipment that must be used if 
a diver has to enter those waters. 


WHAT IS POLLUTION? 

The word pollution has many connota- 
tions and implications: defilement, impuri- 
ty, desecration and uncleanliness, to 
mention some. These words, and others, 
are often used interchangeably, and 
sometimes wrongly, to describe real or

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imaginary environmental effects. The def- 
inition of pollution | like best is one used 
frequently by ecologists. It is: ‘“Contami- 
nation of a habitat with substances that 

make it less favorable for organisms.”’ 
But even this simple and _ straightfor- 
ward definition can sometimes pose ap- 
parent problems, simply because what is 
less favorable or even deadly to some 
forms of life can be a boon for others. For 
example, freshwater runoff kills shallow 
water corals while producing an abun- 
dance of algae. | once studied such an 
impacted area for many years and 
watched the ecosystem change from one 
with a moderate population of carnivores 
to a nearly overpopulated, completely 
herbivorous community. There were, of 
course, predator carnivores, including

may force you to look both backward 
and forward—at what equipment you al- 
ready own and intend to keep and what 
equipment you may want in the future. 


THE VHS STANDARD 

At this writing, most home VCRs use 
Standard VHS cassettes of one-half inch 
wide videotape. Although you may own 
an excellent Beta VCR, VHS has become 
the standard format and accounts for 
about 80 percent of all sales. To see for 
yourself, visit any video cassette rental 
counter and compare the availability of 
VHS and Beta rental tapes. Assuming 
you already have a VHS VCR, or intend 
to purchase one so you can rent tapes 
more easily, your tape format decision 
has been simplified: You will want to be 
able to record in the VHS format. And, if 
you are able to record with the same size 
tape cassette you will insert into your 
VCR, you can view first-generation tapes. 

The standard VHS cassette gives you 
two hours of recording time at SP (stand- 
ard play) with a T-120 tape. While you 
can get four hours at LP (long play) or six 
hours at SLP (super long play), SP pro- 
duces better picture and sound quality. 
It's great being able to shoot two hours of 
U/W video without having to change cas- 
settes, but the long recording time has a 
price: The standard cassette is bulky. 

A few years ago, choosing the stand- 
ard VHS format meant you had to house 
both a video camera and a VCR. This 
usually required bulky housings that 
weighed 50 or more pounds in air. If 
you've ever stuffed a video camera, de- 
tachable electronic viewfinder, VCR, 
nickel-cadmium battery pack and all the 
necessary wires and cords inside a 12 
inch diameter housing, while carefully 
aligning the control rods, you know the 
meaning of frustration. But that was only 
lesson one. Lesson two is carrying the 
heavy housing to the boat or shore. 

Linda Harrison, an accomplished U/W 
photographer, told us how excited she 
was while shooting her first U/W video a 
few years ago. The housed camera/VCR 
system used full-sized Beta one-half inch 
tape and weighed about 90 pounds in air, 
not counting the battery packs on her 
waist for the light. She said the system 
was hard to handle in any kind of current 
or surge, that buoyancy control was diffi- 
cult at first and that she churned up

clouds of sand during her first video 
shoot. Some U/W videographers may 
prefer such a large system because they 
like the image quality their camera and 
VCR produce or simply because the sys- 
tem is paid for. 

When camcorders that accepted the 
standard VHS cassettes appeared, the 
size and weight of the camera/housing 
package was reduced considerably. 
Now, for the first time, U/W video- 
graphers could use full-sized cassettes of 
one-half inch VHS (or Beta) tape with rea- 
sonably compact equipment. Linda 
would have been thrilled, we're sure, but 
these systems were still too heavy and 
bulky for many potential users. 


ENTER COMPACT VHS 

VHS-C cassettes, about the size of a 
deck of playing cards, hold enough one- 
half inch tape for 20 minutes of recording 
time (or longer in extended play modes). 
While compact cassettes could be used 
with a compact VCR housed with a video 
camera, the advent of miniature cam- 
corders designed for use with VHS-C 


cassettes is the real breakthrough. The 
JVC GR-C7 Videomovie camcorder, for 
example, allows both recording and play- 
back of VHS-C cassettes. This miniature 
(2.9 pounds) camcorder, as well as the 
other brands with similar features that are 
appearing on the market, are worth con- 
sidering. The VHS-C cassette can be 
placed inside a special adapter—the size 
of a standard VHS cassette—for record- 
ing or playback in any standard VHS 
VCR. Thus, if you already have a sub- 
stantial investment in a VHS VCR and ac- 
cessories, the VHS-C will fit right into 
your system. The main disadvantage of 
VHS-C, however, is the reduced record- 
ing time of 20 minutes in the SP mode. 


8MM EDGES IN 

Approximately the size of an audio 
tape cassette, 8mm videotape cassettes 
are the smallest videotape format avail- 
able in the U.S. at this writing. The most 
obvious advantage of the 8mm format is 
that 8mm camcorders (and their U/W 
housings) can be made even smaller. 
Divers who shunned larger, more expen- 

















sive systems are jumping on the 8mm 
bandwagon. As for the quality of 8mm 
videos, we've shot both 8mm and one- 
half inch VHS of the same subjects while 
diving from Aggressor // and couldn't tell 
the difference when the tapes were 
played on the boat’s 24 inch TV. We can't 
say, however, that all 8mm videos will al- 
ways equal or be superior to video mov- 
ies shot on one-half inch tape, but we can 
say that 8mm is a potent rival. 
Standardization is another 8mm 
advantage: While Beta and VHS fought it 
out in the one-half inch tape format, 127 
video companies have agreed to world- 
wide 8mm specifications. Thus, cam- 
corders, 8mm cassettes and 8mm VCRs 
of any manufacturer should be compat- 
ible. At this writing, 8mm tape has a spe- 
cial metallic coating that produces higher 
recording density for better picture quali- 
ty and even newer metal coatings are on 
the way. Hi-fi sound is standard on all 
8mm camcorders and VCRs so the 
sound quality of 8mm is better than that

of some one-half inch systems. However, 
if advanced technology for superior tape 
coatings, sound systems and other elec- 
tronic components are available for 8mm 
systems, won't these advances soon ap- 
pear in one-half inch machines? Also, 
more editing and titling equipment and 
other accessories are on the way for 
8mm video. 

Until recently, most manufacturers 
tooled up for the Sony Handycam. While 
the Sony put U/W video into the hands of 
many divers, it was essentially a point 
and shoot system. You aimed with a 
framefinder or by simply looking at the 
subject over the top of the housing. Now, 
the latest Sony Handycam and the 8mm 
camcorders of other companies have 
electronic viewfinders and other features 
that were previously only available on 
one-half inch tape camcorders. While it is 
difficult to predict which format will be the 
most popular, 8mm or VHS-C, the small 
camcorders are definitely the trend of the 
future for sport divers. > 


CHOOSING A TAPE FORMAT 


Begin by seeing what video cameras 
housing manufacturers recommend. 
They are highly competitive and try to 
house the video cameras best suited for 
U/W use. Most housing manufacturers 
are, or soon will be, offering housings for 
both VHS 








-C and 8mm camcorders. Also, 
think about what video equipment you al- 
ready have and what new accessories 
you will need to buy. 

Should you postpone your buying de- 
cision until better tape formats appear? 
lf you always wait for next year’s model, 
you'll never start shooting U/W video. 
Uniess the manufacturer assures you 
the new model will be in your hands with- 
in a reasonable time, buy today’s model 
today and worry about next year’s model 
next year. 


Not only are there several brands of 
videotapes on the market, but each is 
usually available in different grades. 
Thus, the question is obvious: Do video- 
tapes differ in quality? 

After reading countless test reports 
and viewing several tapes, we can say 
that different videotapes can produce 
differences in both picture and sound 
quality. The difference, however, may 
not be as great as you might expect. The 
quality of both the recording and play- 
back equipment also affects picture and 
sound quality. 

We suggest purchasing one cassette 
of expensive high grade tape and mak- 
ing a test recording of a subject area 
with wide ranges of both brightness and 
colors. You might be able to do this in 
your backyard with colorful props. Then 
repeat the test with a less expensive 
tape. If you see a difference that justifies 
the higher priced tape, buy it.

VHS cameras offer 230 to 240 
lows ot resolution. Thus, the picture 
quality of the new one-half inch VHS sys- 
tem should rival that of one inch systems 
now in use. 

The VHS cassettes will be notched to 
program the VCR for the type of tape 
used, Super VHS or standard VHS, as 
well as the tape length. The new VCRs 
will play either Super or standard VHS 
tapes; the older, standard VCRs will only 
play standard VHS tapes. Thus, chang- 
ing to Super VHS means buying a new 
VCR. We don’t know when Super VHS 
will be available.

| new 4mm camcorder that will use 4mm 
digital audio tape (DAT) packaged in a ti- 

| ny 0.3 by 2 by 1.3 inch cassette. Distribu- 
tion of 4mm products will begin in Korea 
during 1987 and may begin in the U.S. in 
1988.

and zoom lens. We have no other infor- 
mation at this time.

the abundant herbivores. However, it was 
not entirely the fresh water that caused 
the proliferation of algae. Tests indicated 
an assortment of chemical and mineral 
contaminants that were desirable nutri- 
ents to the algae. So, was the area pollut- 
ed or was it simply changed? 


ELEMENTS OF POLLUTION 

Some of the more likely and potentially 
hazardous elements of pollution, as far 
as divers are concerned, are municipal 
wastes (Sewage); industrial wastes; in- 
fectious agents; plant nutrients; organic 
pesticides; and, rarely, hot or radioactive 
water. Contaminants present in some sit- 
uations that would probably affect only 
the health of the diver, and probably team 
members, are contagious diseases. 

lt should be stressed that the effects of 
ecological contaminants are usually con- 
sidered harmful depending on exposure 
time and on the concentration of the con- 
taminant. This is not necessarily true in 
the case of divers using conventional 
scuba equipped with a mouthpiece rather 
than a full facemask. With mouthpiece 
equipped regulators there is a strong 
possibility of ingesting or aspirating some 


of the contaminated water. Also, cuts or 
even minor abrasions could be a site for 
immediate exposure to contaminants. It 
follows that, if a diver could be complete- 
ly insulated from the diving environment, 
there would be a greatly reduced poten- 
tial for adverse effects. More on this in 
next month’s Technifacts. 


MUNICIPAL WASTES 

Two thousand years ago the people of 
Rome developed a system of disposal of 
raw human waste. They ran the waste 
water into open and closed ditches, then 
into the Tiber River and so to the Tyrrhe- 
nian Sea. In most developed countries 
disposal processes have improved since 
then but ultimately whatever is left is 
dumped or pumped into some body of 
water, usually the sea or a river and ulti- 
mately the sea. In undeveloped countries, 
and some quasi-developed areas where 
a significant amount of dive tourism is 
conducted, disposal of sewage is as 
primitive as in ancient Rome. 

In most urbanized areas of the United 
states, well engineered sewage systems 
provide one to several stages of treat- 
ment prior to disposal. The aquatic envi- 
ronment in sewers and in waste treatment 
plants is hostile to most pathogenic or- 
ganisms that might be harmful to divers. 
Further, relatively simple bacteriological 
procedures can be used to determine

DIVE COMPUTER SERIES 


his year, Beuchat of Fort Lauder- 

dale, Florida has brought to the 
American diving market a compact in- 
strument that serves as a depth gauge, 
dive timer and decompression comput- 
er. It can be used for deep dives, repet- 
itive dives or simply as a safe no-de- 
compression guide. !n fact, it is named 
the Guide and is likely to become the 
diver’s trusty companion. 


DEVELOPMENT 

The Guide was originally developed 
in Switzerland by the Uwatec Compa- 
ny. Uwatec produces the same instru- 
ment under the name Aladin. 

The Guide’s decompression calcula- 
tions are based on the research work 
of a Swiss scientist, Dr. A.A. Buehl- 
mann. Based on 12 different tissue 
half-times, the no-decompression and 
decompression tables adopt a wide 
safety margin suitable for use by sport 
divers rather than military divers. 

And, because Swiss sport divers 
spend a good deal of their time diving 
in high mountain lakes, this particular 
computer also incorporates a special 
set of four different decompression ta- 
bles for high altitude diving. It will accu- 
rately calculate decompression time in 
mountain lakes up to two and one-half 
miles high! As with many of today’s 
dive computers, the Guide calculates 
remaining no-decompression and de- 
compression on a multi-level dive pro- 
file. It checks the depth every one-half 
second, entering it in its complex de- 
compression computations. 


CONSTRUCTION 

Striving for simplicity of operation, 
the Swiss have designed the Guide to 
be as compact as possible, and pro- 
vide only that information a diver re- 
quires at any given time. The result is 
a tough little instrument that can endure 
the rigors of the rough and tumble un- 
derwater environment. 

The Guide is totally encapsulated in 
a tough plastic case measuring three 
inches long, two and one-half inches 
wide and one inch high. The case is 
curved to fit snugly on a diver’s wrist or 
forearm. The case features an extra 
wide rubber strap—15 inches |ong, in- 
cluding case—with a giant buckle. This 
is more than sufficient to fit over the 
thickest of wet or drysuits. The Guide is 
so lightweight (six ounces) you hardly 
realize you are wearing It. 

The Guide has no exterior switches, 
levers or knobs. It is completely self- 
contained and functions automatically 
once activated. This is done by simply

touching two electrical contacts on the 
front of the case with moistened fingers 
before jumping into the water. 

The liquid crystal display (LCD) win- 
dow of the Guide measures 1.85 
inches long and .75 inch high. It can 
display two rows of numbers and let- 
ters in six grouped areas. Labels for 
these various display areas are etched 
in the frame around the outside of the 
LCD window, thus allowing for larger 
numbers on the screen. 

The Guide is powered by a special 
3.6 volt lithium battery (LR-07), which 
has a shelf life of five years. The manu- 
facturer estimates the battery will pro- 
vide enough power for 800 hours of 
diving. The battery lasts so long be- 
cause the Guide utilizes energy effi- 
cient second generation microchips. 

The Guide is available in three differ- 
ent versions; a wrist model and two 
consoles. The wrist model contains the 
dive computer only, while the console 
version contains both the computer 
and a pressure gauge molded into one 


case—or those two instruments plus a 
compass. The Guide carries a one year 
guarantee against malfunction or de- 
sign defects. 


14 FUNCTION COMPUTER 

The Guide is a no-frills computer that 
provides its user with the essential in- 
formation for conducting a dive. Here is 
a list of the 14 basic functions of this 
compact dive computer: 

1) Wet contact activation above the 
surface of the water. 

2) Automatic activation at a depth of 
four feet. 

3) Current depth from 4 to 315 feet. 

4) Maximum depth reached, when 
this is three feet deeper than the cur- 
rent depth. 

5) Elapsed dive time while deeper 
than four feet. 

6) Remaining no-decompression 
time at specific depth. 

7) Flashing decompression warning. 

8) Decompression stop indicator— 
stops from 10 to 80 feet at sea level. 
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9) Bends warning indicator (flashing) 
if decompression stops are ignored. 
Warning consists of the flashing word 
DIVE with an arrow pointing down. 

10) Mandatory surface interval indi- 
cator that remains on screen for 10 
minutes after surfacing. 

11) Surface interval counter. 

12) Automatic altitude mode, with 
four separate altitude sections ranging 
from 2,470 to 13,200 feet. 

13) Recall of last five dives for log- 
book reference. 

14) Low battery warning. 


OPERATION 
While the Guide is easy 
to read and totally auto- 
matic, it is impor- 
tant for the user 
to read the 
instruc- 


tions 

for oper- 

ation. Every 

dash and every 

number has an impor- 

tant meaning and some of 

the display will not make 

sense unless you have read the 
instructions completely. 

As with any dive computer, the 
Guide moves through a series of dis- 
play screens, closely following the 
progress of your dive profile. We will 
review this natural progression de- 
scribing each screen: 

Off Mode: In this mode the LCD 
screen is completely blank, indicating 
the Guide is off. If activated and no dive 
is made, the computer will shut itself off 
in 10 minutes to conserve the battery. 

Activation Mode: The computer 
can be activated by either being im- 
mersed in water briefly or by touching 
the two electrical contacts with moist- 
ened fingertips. The two contacts that 
switch on the Guide are on the right 
side, above and below the LCD screen. 
The screen will immediately switch to a 
display showing three dashes on the 
left side and a zero followed by a colon 
on the right. This indicates the comput- 
er is on and ready to use. 

Error Mode: If the diver jumps into 
the water without first activating the 
Guide, the atmospheric pressure will 
probably not be read correctly and the 
LCD screen will show an Err display. 
This indicates the computer was not 
properly turned on and will not function 
for the dive. The error can be easily 
corrected by simply returning to the 
surface and exposing the Guide to air 
for one to two seconds. 

Dive Mode: Once the diver de- 
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The Guide features a 15 inch long 
wrist strap that will fit over 
even the thickest of wetsuit 
sleeves worn over the larg- 
est of wrists. The large 
buckle makes adjusting the 
strap easy. At six ounces, 
the Guide will hardly be no- 
ticed on the diver’s arm.

Display. In the upper left corner 

the current depth (in feet) will ap- 

pear. It will indicate depths down to 
315 feet. 

The display in the lower left corner 
indicates the maximum depth reached 
during the dive. It will only be displayed 
when the maximum depth is at least 
three feet more than the current depth. 

The display in the upper right corner 
records the dive time up to 999 min- 
utes (more than 16.6 hours). A colon to 
the right of the dive time flashes every 
second, indicating the clock is running. 

No-Decompression Mode: When 
in the normal no-decompression mode, 
the computer's deco info display in the 
lower right corner will show the remain- 
ing dive time for that specific depth. 
The display will be a dash followed by 
a number. In other words, a —22 would 
indicate 22 minutes remaining for a 
safe no-decompression dive. 

If you are diving in shallow water (30 
feet or less) you are likely to see a dis- 
play of —99. This indicates a remaining 
dive time that is longer than the 99 min- 
ute capability of the display. 

Decompression Mode: If the diver 
exceeds the limits of the no-decom- 
pression tables, the LCD screen will im- 
mediately switch to a new decompres- 
sion display. All information (depth, 
max depth, dive time) will be the same, 
but the deco information will show a 
flashing DEC indicating decompression 
is required. 

The flashing DEC will alternate with a 
flashing number such as 10, 20 or 30. 
The number indicates the depth of the 
first decompression stop required. 
Thus, a flashing 20 tells the diver to as- 
cend to 20 feet and decompress. When 
the computer switches to a flashing nu- 
meral 10 the diver should ascend to 10 
feet and stop. 

If dives deeper than 115 feet are

made, the computer may indicate 
some surprisingly deep decompres- 
sion stops of 40 or 50 feet. In dives to 
extreme depths for very long times, the 
Guide could show the first decompres- 
sion stop at 80 feet. 

Bends Warning Mode: Should the 
diver ignore the computer’s decom- 
pression instructions, a bends warning 
signal will appear in the lower center of 
the LCD screen. The warning consists 
of the flashing word DIVE with a down- 
ward pointing arrow next to it. 

If this warning appears, the diver 
must immediately go to the decom- 
pression stop indicated by the flashing 
DEC display. Failure to do so could re- 
sult in a decompression accident. 
Surface Interval Mode: When the 





diver has finished a dive and has sur- 
faced, the LCD screen will switch to a 
Surface Interval Display. The max 
depth and accrued dive time displays 
will remain, but the depth and deco info 
will both show three dashes. In the de- 
co info display, the dashes will be fol- 
lowed by a blinking colon. 

The LCD screen will remain in this 
display for 10 minutes—the mandatory 
requirement for a surface interval. Then 
the three dashes in the upper right cor- 
ner will be replaced by a SUR display 
indicating the computer is now calcu- 
lating surface interval time. 

Logbook Mode: [he Guide has the 
ability to recall the previous five dives 
made. These are held in memory until 
replaced by new dives. They can be re- 
called as early as 10 minutes after sur- 
facing or months later. 

The logbook display is activated by 
first switching on the Guide. Either im- 
merse it in water briefly or touch the 
two electrical contacts (on the right 
side) with moistened fingertips. Then, 
simultaneously touch the two electrical

The guide is completely automatic and has no knobs or switches. Electrical contacts are 
used to switch it on. The Guide can recall the five previous dives. Recall activation is 
achieved by touching the two electrical contacts below the LCD screen. 
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The Guide is turned on when the user touches the two electrical 
contacts on the right of the LCD screen. (The fingertips should 
be moistened.) It must be activated before beginning the dive. 


contacts below the screen. 

Once activated, the LCD screen will 
display a LOG. Press the contacts 
again, and the screen will switch to 
DIVE 1, indicating the max depth, total 
dive time and preceding sur- 
face interval time. If it was a 
single (or first) dive, the deco 
info will show zero. 

When the two bottom elec- 
trical contacts are pressed 
again, the LCD screen will dis- 
play DIVE 2. Press again, and 
it goes to DIVE 3 and so on. 
The computer’s ability to recall 
allows the diver to convenient- 
ly log all of the day’s diving at 
one time. Note that a dive is 
only stored if it was deeper 
than four feet and longer than 
three minutes. 

Altitude Diving Mode: The 
Guide is one of the few com- 
puters that can be used for 
high altitude diving. It will func- 
tion at four altitude zones: 


AO zone: Sea level to 2,470 feet 

A1 zone: 2,470 feet to 5,100 feet 
A2 zone: 5,100 feet to 8,555 feet 
A3 zone: 8,555 feet to 13,200 feet 


The AO zone is never displayed on 
the Guide’s LCD screen since this is 
the normal sea level operating range of 
the computer. 

Once the diver ascends to an altitude 
greater than 2,470 feet above sea lev- 
el, the altitude zone will be displayed in 
the lower left corner of the Guide’s LCD 
screen where maximum depth is locat- 
ed. An Aj display would indicate you 
are diving at an altitude somewhere be- 
tween 2,470 and 5,100 feet above sea 
level. The switch in dive tables is com- 
pletely automatic. 
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DIFFERENCES FROM U.S. NAVY 
TABLES 

Needless to say, the Swiss dive ta- 

bles for the Guide computer are far dif- 

ferent than the standard U.S. Navy ta-

bles. First, they are more conservative 
on no-decompression time limits. 

The recommended rate of ascent is 
very conservative. At 33 feet per min- 
ute, the Guide is one of the slowest as- 
cending dive computers on the market:

diving. The tables are very safe and ex- 
cellent for high altitude diving. 


CONCLUSION 
In our open water testing, the Guide 
proved to be a hardy dive 
computer that performed flaw- 
lessly under all conditions en- 
countered. It is well built, easy 
to wear and easy to use. 

While this computer may not 
sport the bells and whistles of 
other models, it does provide 
all the essential data for safe 
diving. The Guide is designed 
for simplicity. 

The manufacturer has made 
some trade-offs in design and 
function. The Guide does not 
provide pre-dive scrolling of 
no-decompression limits as 
other computers do. On the 
other hand; it does offer a 
marvelous logbook function, 
recalling up to five previous 
dives. Which feature is more 
desirable? The choice is up to 
the buyer and his/her person- 
al needs. 

The Guide is also the only 
computer that will calculate 
decompression for high alti- 
tude dives of up to 13,200 
feet. Only one other dive computer 
even comes close. 

Another desirable feature of the 
Guide is its price. The wrist model re- 
tails for $450, the console is $540 or, 
with an optional compass, it is $599.

and control fecal contamination that 
might carry bacterial waterborne dis- 
eases. However, even a negative bacteri- 
al count does not preclude contamination 
by a virus. 


INDUSTRIAL WASTES 

Industry has not always had to be care- 
ful or even concerned about the dis- 
charge of wastes. The 20th century prolif- 
eration of industry made it mandatory for 
better inspection, control and disposal of 
the wide variety of organic and inorganic 
waste. In recent years there have been 
great strides made by industry in control- 
ling, reducing or stopping industrial pollu- 
tion. However, contaminants such as ar- 
senic, barium, cyanide, lead and, in wa- 
ter from refineries and chemical plants, 
possibly phenols, may still reach the 
aqueous environment and could affect 
the health of a diver. 

In general, the constituents of waste 
water discharged from industrial plants 
are not disease causing materials. Some 
can create health problems by contact 
with a diver’s skin and may cause tempo- 
rary sickness if ingested. A diver’s wet 
skin seems to have a tendency toward 
absorption of hydrocarbon materials. 

My most frequent encounter with 
health problems, mostly minor, involved 
working as a commercial diver using SCu- 
ba while inspecting or working on refin- 
ery and chemical plant outfalls. Usually, 
the effluent from outfalls is waste water 
from plant cooling processes and rainwa- 
ter runoff. Only minimal, if any, contami- 
nation is expected to occur. The problem 
is some contamination does sometimes 
occur and it doesn't take much to cause 
a reaction. Usually, there is only an irrita- 
tion around the lips and mouth. Occa- 
sionally, a reddening of the skin occurs. 

The worst encounter | experienced was 
from an accidental discharge of product 
from a pipe that | was working on that 
caused chemical burns so quickly and so 
severely the skin on my hands and fore- 
arms blistered and peeled before | could 
reach the surface from a 60 foot dive. A 
moray eel that had been playing tag with 
my hands as | worked swam into the dis- 
charge, turned white and sank; it died al- 
most instantly. 


PLANT NUTRIENTS 

Plant nutrients themselves are prob- 
ably not a health hazard to divers. How- 
ever, in some confined bodies of fresh 
water, nutrients from rainwater runoff or 
ground seepage have produced lush 
growths of algae. This provided an envi- 
ronment for a form of bacteria that, when 
ingested by swimmers and divers, pro-

fit had been several years since | was 
ion Bonaire and | anticipated my re- 
turn trip with some trepidation. | was 
afraid that, because of its popularity, 
this Dutch island wouldn't be the way 
| remembered it. But Bonaire hasn’t 
changed much and | still regard this 
undersea .utopia as one of my all-time 
favorite dive destinations. 

One person who has helped pre- 
serve this island paradise, perhaps 
‘more than any other, is Bruce Bowker. 
A 40 year old native of New Jersey, 
Bruce has spent much of his last 15 
years discovering and documenting 
many of the more popular dive sites 
regularly visited on Bonaire. 

When Bruce and wife Liz purchased 
the Carib Inn in January 1980, there 
were only a few rooms and no dive 
operation. Today, this diver’s resort 
has ten air-conditioned rooms en- 
circling a patio pool and sundeck. 
Each has its own refrigerator and bath 
and cable television; six have com- 
plete kitchens. : 

Its intimacy and privacy has made 
the Carib Inn a desirable resort for 
those interested in a relaxed atmos- 
phere. The apartment type rooms 
allow guests to prepare their own 
meals or dine out at any of the restau- 
rants within a short walking distance. 

The success of the Carib Inn is well 
deserved and built on a foundation of 
hard work and respect for the travel- 
ing diver. The uniqueness of the dive 
packaging is attractive to either the 
hardcore diver or the one who prefers 
an early morning dive and a relaxing 
afternoon around the pool. 

The complete pro dive center is a 
full PADI and NAUI dive facility offering 
scuba sales, rentals and equipment 
repairs. Master PADI instructor Jim 
Surber and open water instructor 
Elaine Bale are constantly busy with 
full scuba certification courses, resort 
courses and student referrals.

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fast, open fisherman type boats carry 
only 8 to 10 divers. They leave the 
dock for the early dive at 9:00 am and 
the afternoon trip at 2:00 pm. 

Water temperature off Bonaire var- 
ies from 78-82°F year-round. Visibility 
is generally in the 80 foot range and 
often exceeds more than 100 feet. 


- Wave and current action is minimal or 


near non-existent. And, depending up- 
on your dive location and time of day, 
you are sheltered from the almost con- 
stant tradewinds. 

lf diving is not all you're after, there 
are plenty of other island diversions. 
By renting a small car you can visit the 
steep hills of the Washington/Slag- 
baai National Park. Here you will find 
rugged, cactus covered landscape 
dropping sharply to the sea where 
gardens of elkhorn coral grow to with- 
in inches of the surface. Marine 
iguanas can be found sunning them- 
selves while exotic Caribbean para- 
keets and wild parrots nest nearby. 
Pink flamingos are common through- 
out the island, and can be found near 
the park at Goto Meer or south at the 
salt pans where salt is still mined as it 
was more than 100 years ago. 


Few dive operators know the island 


better than Bruce. Many of the sites 
were originally discovered by him and 
most still remain his personal favor- 
ites. Many of the sites are either not 
accessible to other dive operators or 
they are simply unaware of them.

lt would probably take the better 

part of a year to fully explore the un- 

| derwater world of Bonaire. Some per- 
| sonal favorites include: Sponges, on 
the near side of Klein Bonaire, aptly 














named for its multitude of sponges in 
exquisite colors and delicate forms. 
This reef ts a sloping wall of sugar 
white sand that plummets into a cobalt 
sea cluttered with magnificent purple 
tube sponges, stringy wire sponges, 
brilliant orange elephant ear sponges, 
multi-colored azure and blood red 
sponges. This site is not dived by oth- 
er operators because of its difficult an- 
chorage. It is one of Bruce’s favorites 
and | found myself wanting to return to 
it again and again. : 

On the north side of Klein Bonaire is 
a sharp vertical drop called Carl's Hill. 
There are many soft corals and color- 
ful sponges that adorn the precipice. 
At the Forest, on the east end of Klein 
Bonaire, there are seafans that grow 
in excess of ten feet.

Before dive boats became popular, 
much of the diving was done from the 
shore. At a site called Rappel, Bruce 
and a friend used to rappel down a 
sharp cliff in full scuba gear. It is now 
one of the more popular dive sites on 
the island. At Karpata, the reef slopes 
in deep ravines to about 120 feet. 
Here the massive platelet and green 
sheet corals have streaks of iridescent 
blue and purple. The flowing walls of 
the English Gardens create a magnifi- 
cent site with soft corals and lots of 
fish. The sloping walls of La Donia’s 
Leap will send you flying down sand 
chutes crowded with hues of sponges 
and hard corals. 





Still, one of the most heavily dived 
sites is the wreck of the Hilma Hooker. 
The old steel island freighter was 
seized in 1984 for carrying contra- 
band drugs and later towed to its 
present site. The Hilma Hooker now 
rests on its starboard side in about 
110 feet of water. The wreck is easily 
penetrated and serves as an excellent 
prop for photography. 

Just as you can't eat one potato 
chip, you can't try Bonaire diving just 
once: You'll want to return again and 
again.

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BELIZE MARINE RESERVE 


Dean Lindo, the Belize minister of agri- 
culture and fisheries, recently signed leg- 
islation officially establishing the first ma- 
rine reserve in Belize, Central America. 
Known as the Hol Chan Marine Reserve, 
it is approximately four miles south of 
San Pedro on Ambergris Cay. 

Funds from the World Wildlife Fund 
and United States Agency for Internation- 





al Development will be used for the ad- 
ministration of the reserve. The park will 
be managed by the Belize government. 

The new park comprises approximate- 
ly seven square miles of coral reef and 
adjacent sea grass beds and mangroves. 
These three ecosystems are closely 
linked: The sea grass beds and man- 
groves are breeding and feeding 
grounds for many fishes; the reef pro- 
tects these areas from destructive waves. 
By including these areas in the park, 
the entire area will be protected. >

ey Largo and the adjacent John 
Pennekamp Coral Reef State Park 
have always been favorite destinations 
for diving vacationers. Famous for its 
massive walls of flowing fish and colorful 
encrusting corals, the park is a desired 
location for many underwater photogra- 
phers.

hour flight from any city on the West 
Coast. Passengers travel, via Honolulu, 
aboard a Continental Airlines DC-10 to 
the main island of Viti Levu. After landing 
at Nadi and clearing customs and immi- 
gration (current passport required), trav- 
elers pick up trip packets from Tapa 
Tours that spell out a worry free vacation, 
step-by-step. 

From the airport it is a two and one-half 
hour ride along Queen's Highway. The 
scenic, south shore route passes small 
Fijian villages, large, exotic resorts and 
beautiful lagoons locked in by the ‘Coral 
Coast's’’ barrier reef. 

The destination, Pacific Harbour Inter- 
national Resort, is 28 miles west of Fiji's 
capital city, Suva. It is a quiet community 
spread out over 1,200 acres. Guests can 
stay in the personable, 84 room hotel or 
a self-sufficient villa. Ideal for groups of 
divers or families, the two or four bed- 
room villas are available in standard, su- 
perior or deluxe accommodations, each 
with its own swimming pool. 

The complex, managed by Denver na- 
tive James Sutherland, was recently pur- 
chased by the Aston Corporation, a 
Honolulu based hotelier. Rooms are cur- 
rently being upgraded and 120 rooms will 
be added by 1989. The rooms are com- 
fortably decorated with a blend of practi- 
cal and Polynesia. Each has twin or dou- 
ble beds, a refrigerator, coffee facilities 
and balcony. Although Fiji has no televi- 
sion, Pacific Harbour has an in-house 
video network cabled to each room with 
daily movie offerings. 

Pacific Harbour has several restau- 





ten in the lee of Yanuca Island. Groups 
are briefed on topographical and marine 
highlights, depths and times. Aluminum 
72 cubic foot tanks are filled to 3,000 psi 
and the boat's transom door provides 
easy access to the water. Dive buddy 
teams can break off on their own or stay 
with the knowledgeable dive guides. 
Black Coral Fantasy is a two headed 
pinnacle that divers circumnavigate in 
depths from 10 to 80 feet. Every level of 
this breathtaking site provides new dis- 
coveries. Black coral trees, some as 
large as 12 feet in diameter, thrive in 
depths of 35 feet. All of them host a mi- 
crocosm of marine life. Long nosed 
hawkfish rest on branches while nearby, 
pipefish, cousins of the seahorse, swim 
freely in search of food. Rhino morays 
(also known as ribbon eels), violet and

fectious and divers soon feel at home, 
welcome to relax or participate in as 
many activities as desired. 

The pace is very relaxed. Boats leave 
around 9:00 am and return between 3:00 
and 4:00 pm. The workhorse of the fleet 
is the Bega Diver, a 28 foot aluminum 
hulled catamaran handling up to 10 div- 
ers. The company can also draw on the 
Sundowner and Fiji Diver for larger 
groups (up to 35). The Bega Diver is spa- 
cious (12.5 foot beam) with cushioned 
seats to allow a comfortable ride in the 
sometimes choppy seas. The boat has a 
roof for protection from the sun and a 
head. Cruising easily at 25 knots, Bega 
Diver covers the seven miles from the 
harbor to Bega Lagoon in 20 minutes. 

The lagoon is actually a coral atoll with 
40 miles of reefs and hundreds of sites to 
choose from. With virtually exclusive ac- 
cess to the area, Bega Diver's customers 
enjoy uncrowded reefs. Anchorage is of- 


gold, sway in the gentile surge as if mes- 
merized by a snake charmer. The marine 
life is abundant and diversified. 

A one and one-half hour break is taken 
after the first dive for reflection, sharing 
and lunch. Divers are responsible for 
their own food but coffee and fruit juice 
are provided by the crew. During the 
break, divers and passengers can enjoy 
the beach of a nearby island or stay on 
board and relax. 

Side streets is an excellent afternoon 
dive site. Picturesque, its coral encrusted 
lava ridges drop to more than 50 feet. 
Three tubes radiate from a center point, 
giving the site its name. Side Streets is 
loaded with gorgonian fans, Alcyonacean 
soft corals, /ridacna clams and resident 
schools of beautiful chromis, sweetlips 
and barracudas. 

Another very popular site with Bega 
Divers is Soft Coral Grotto. Coral ridges, 
thick with gorgonians, converge in a

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ustralia is about to launch one of the 

largest, most ambitious projects in 
the history of resort development. 
Planned to open this October is the 
world’s first floating hotel, anchored on 
the barrier reef, 44 miles offshore. 

Larger than a football field, this seven 
story floating structure will contain 200 
guest rooms and suites, all with a magnif- 
icent view of the Great Barrier Reef. 

This remarkable project is the brain 
child of an Australia development group 
known as Barrier Reef Holdings Limited. 
The firm is listed on the Australia and 
New Zealand Stock Exchange and has 
been granted a development permit by 
the Australian Federal Government. 

The facility will be operated by an Aus- 
tralian chain, Four Seasons Hotels and 
Resorts. This firm operates 19 resorts in 
key tourist areas throughout the country. 

The resort will be permanently moored 
within a protected lagoon on John Brewer 
Reef. This is a large coral formation four 
miles long and two miles wide. The aver- 
age U/W visibility is 80 feet. The site lies 
44 miles northeast of Townsville on the 
Queensland Coast. The resort will offer 
daily transportation from Townsville by 
either high speed catamaran (90 min- 
utes) or helicopter (20 minutes). 

Known as the Four Seasons Barrier 
Reef, the new offshore complex will be 
much more than just a floating hotel. In 
addition to the 200 guest rooms and 
Suites, the seven story structure will con- 
tain the world’s first offshore conference 
room with a capacity of 200 people. 
There will be a gourmet restaurant, an in- 
formal coffee shop and an outdoor bar- 
becue facility, complete with salad bar. 
The structure will also contain two cock- 
tail lounges, a nightclub, gymnasium, 
sauna and numerous specialty shops. 

Surrounding the structure will be a vari- 
ety of outdoor facilities including a tennis 
court, a swimming pool, a helicopter 
landing pad and a complete marina for 
private yachts and fishing boats. 

Accommodations will include both 
double rooms and executive suites. They 
will include such world-class amenities 
as: telephones with direct international di- 
aling, closed-circuit television and refrig-

t's a small island, devoid of mountains and 

waterfalls. There are no rivers and barely a 
hill to distinguish it from the blue-green sea 
that surrounds it. Only a privileged few know 
its name and fewer still know of the beauty be- 
neath its sea. We are witnessing the birth of 
a new diving destination on the island of 
Grand Turk; with time and luck, this island will 
become the Grand Cayman, Cozumel or Bon- 
aire of tomorrow. 

Only one and one-half hours from Miami, 
Florida, Grand Turk is the capital of a small is- 
land nation known as the Turks and Caicos. 
Southeast of the Bahamas, this former British 
Crown Colony has flirted with diving greatness 
for much of the last 15 years. Every couple of 
years a new operation or airline would begin 
to promote Grand Turk, several hundred lucky 
people would discover just how great the div- 
ing is, the operation or airline would shut 
down and Grand Turk’s chances for lasting 
fame would dim. But stability has arrived in 
Grand Turk in the last two years and it’s SKIN 
DIVER’s opinion Grand Turk will become one 
of the hottest diving destinations in the Carib- 
bean area in the very near future. 

Successful dive destinations all share some 
common characteristics, so let’s compare

te PHILIPPINES 


Color And Critter Explosion

ack the macro tubes, pack 

the close-up equipment. 
While you’re at it, pack a dive 
computer as well. When you 
get a look at what's in store for 
you underwater in the Philip- 
pines, you're not going to set- 
tle for two dives a day. There's 
a color and critter explosion 
just waiting for you in Batan- 
gas, one of the most popular 
dive areas in these islands. 

First there’s the soft coral 
background, different and 
more beautiful than any you've 
seen before. This is the South - 
Pacific's diving signature— 
reds, oranges, yellows and 
many pastel shades in be- 
tween. But, aS unbelievable as 
the color is, look closer. There 
are all kinds of critters as well. 
There are nudibranchs more 
numerous and varied than 
junk mail. Fish? There are 
enough species to drive an 
ichthyologist wild. Crinoids? 
You have to move them out of 
the way to get close to the ba- 
sketstars and invertcbrates 
you want to photograph. 

The South Pacific color and critter explosion is upon us. Per- 
ceived by most divers as the trip of a lifetime, or more likely as 
needing a lifetime to save for it, the realities of South Pacific 
travel in 1987 provide us with a pleasant surprise. Imagine a 
one-week trip, including air fare, lodging and diving, for around 
$1,250. It’s not a dream, but a reality with Philippine Airlines. 
lt includes a coach seat on a fully equipped 747 with frequent 
departures from L.A. and San Francisco. You'll find the U.S. 
dollar goes far in the Philippines and everything from lodging 
to food is quite a bit cheaper than you would expect. 

The Batangas area of the Philippines is on the main island 
of Luzon, about two and one-half hours south of Manila. Once 
you arrive in Manila, you transfer by van to Batangas City and 
finish your trip with a short boat ride to Batangas Bay. Even if 
you're really tired after your long flight, | doubt you'll sleep 
once you reach Manila. This is, after all, probably your first for- 
ay into the Far East. We’re talking different culture and, at first, 
your mind reels with the differences. The color explosion starts

in Manila. The chief mode of 
transportation is the jeepney, a 
stretched Jeep that looks like 
a station wagon with seats on 
both sides. Of course, there 
may also be up to 500 colored 
ornaments on it as well. And, 
jeepneys are everywhere! Ma- 
nila is a very large, crowded, 
cosmopolitan city. It's a study 
in contrasts between native 
Filipino (rural and urban) cul- 

eta ture, with strong evidence of 
nt wi} the two other cultures that 
Bs have most profoundly influ- 
enced the country—Spanish 
and American. 

Are the Philippines safe for 
dive travelers? This is a ques- 
tion put to me constantly. Well, 
it is exotic travel, and all exotic 
travel has a little more risk to 
it than going to Disneyland. 
But, although | take the same 
precautions in Manila that | 
take in New York or Miami, 
once you're out of the urban 
areas and into the farm and 
fishing communities, there are 
very few problems. The peo- 
ple are friendly and you 
shouldn’t ever expect to carry a bag. Politically, most of the 
problems are far to the south, out of range of the popular diving 
areas. Almost all tours are met at the airport and, if you're a first 
time visitor to the Philippines, | would recommend this. 

Once into the Batangas area, there are several resorts to 
choose from. In Batangas Bay, you may choose from Aqua 
Tropical, Anilao Sea Sports and Dive 7000. All three resorts 
provide rooms, meals and diving. And, the diving is a real treat. 
Throw out all your ideas of custom designed dive boats such 
as those in the Caribbean. Here they use an outrigger type ves- 
sel known as a bangka and depending on its size, anywhere 
from 6 to 20 divers may be on board. It’s pretty easy to get 
used to, particularly since the guides are very helpful in getting 
you suited up (many will wash your gear as well), but you defi- 
nitely know it’s not a stroll down Seven Mile Beach. 

The most popular dive here is Known as The Cathedrals and 
most divers want to return to it again and again. In the Batan- 
gas area, don’t expect 200 foot visibility. More likely you'll en-

Groupers, eels and a southern stingray 
named Stubby (he or she is missing most 
of its long tail) were encountered. The 
wall is so vertical that, in parts, there’s an 
overhang at the top, creating a dramatic 
opportunity to swim under as well as next 
to the wall. Omega owner and PADI mas- 
ter instructor, Gene Albiertii, swam me 
through this entire dive site and half of the 
next and | returned a convert to Grand 
Turk diving. 

Next day, | journeyed up the road a bit 
and stayed at the Pillory Beach Hotel. 
This is the newest property on Grand 
Turk, only recently completed. It has 20 
units that are tasteful and modern in de- 
sign. | was quickly picked up by their dive 
operator, Mike Spillar, on Off The Wall, a 
custom designed 42 foot boat. Mike, a 
veteran of more than a decade of diving 
on Grand Turk, asked me if I’d been to 
McDonald’s. At first | thought he was kid- 
ding, because there are no fast-food res- 
taurants on Grand Turk. Slowly it dawned 
on me that he meant a dive site and | re- 
plied ‘“‘Let’s go see the arches.” After all, 
any dive site called McDonald’s just has 
to have arches. | was absolutely correct. 
We descended into a sand bowl past 
towering coral heads and headed for the 
wall. At the top there are a series of 
arches, tunnels and small caves. There 
were great sponges and a five foot barra- 
cuda that barely moved. When Mike 
asked me after the dive where | wanted 
to go next, | asked him, ‘‘Can we just do 
that one again?’ No problem. The dive is 
that good. 

Wanting to sample all of the dive oper- 
ations on the island, | headed for Blue 
Water Divers and met Mitch Rolling and 
Clark Hawthorne, Blue Water’s two own- 
ers. This dive shop is right in town, and 
caters to guests staying in the small ho- 
tels and guesthouses that dot Grand 
Turk, such as the congenial, ten room 
Salt Raker Inn. Blue Water's specialty is 
getting you out to the reefs and back fast. 
ts 26 foot open boat is quick and Mitch 
schedules a variety of dives each day, 
catering to small groups and couples. 

We dropped in at Tunnels and | thought 
| was back at McDonald's, the reef 
looked so good. It was complete with tun- 
nels and caves at the top and a very 
sheer wall. | was soon to find out the 
‘best’ sites in Grand Turk differ little from 
the ‘worst,’ and all fit in the world-class 
category. As you might expect from this 
small operation, service is the key and 
Blue Water Divers did not disappoint me. 

How about night life? Well, you can 
catch Mitch playing the guitar one or two 
nights a week and the Kittina plays host 
to the high school rhythm band (complete 
with a young man playing the saw) and 
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features native Caribbean dances per- 
formed by the students. Sound funky? 
Grand Turk is, it's a small, developing 
destination. The folks are friendly, the 
beaches uncrowded. But don't plan on 
shopping a lot because that’s just not a 
part of the program yet. 


LIVE-ABOARD OPERATIONS 
Peter Hughes, the most successful 


dive operator in the Caribbean, thought - 


enough of the diving off Grand Turk to 
base his first live-aboard boat here. Sea 
Dancer is a 100 foot high tech, state of 
the art boat. With accommodations for 
24, Sea Dancer not only samples the leg- 
endary walls of Grand Turk, but cruises 
to South Caicos as well. Diving is con- 
ducted on a round-the-clock basis, so if 
heavy diving is your goal, maybe Sea 
Dancer should be your choice. 

| dived around the north tip of Grand 
Turk with Sea Dancer and visited a site 
with no name. Instead of walls, coral spur 
and groove formations predominated, in- 
termixed with sand bowls and coral 
heads. There was very clear water and a 
wild array of marine life. Eagle rays, tur-

tles and a few nurse sharks were seen on 
just the first dive. Grand Turk diving is not 
just limited to those fantastic walls.

counter 60 to 80 foot visibility in this nutri- 
ent rich water. But the corals and critters 
are unbelievable. The Cathedrals may be 
the macro capital of the world. In three 
dives with two cameras on each dive, it 
took no more than 30 minutes to shoot all 
72 frames of film. On the night dive, | 
could have used four cameras and still 
not had enough film. 

The Cathedrals are a large rock with a 
split through it in about 50 feet of water. 
Water often surges or drifts through the 
cut and exotic critters are often found 
there. There’s reef diving as well, but it 
comes up a ‘'B’’ compared to the famed 
Tubataha Reefs hundreds of miles to the 
south and reached only by live-aboard 
dive boats. But, remember that this ‘‘B’’ 
is a wildly different and exciting type of 
diving if you’ve never seen this area of 
the underwater world. 

lf that's not enough and you'd like to try 
something different, take a boat ride from 
Batangas City to Bonito Island. This little 
island has one small dive resort on it, with 
about ten rooms. It is quiet, charming and 
beautiful. Underwater, there are hot 
springs. You descend through bubbles of 
escaping gas to the bottom at 50 feet. 
There you'll see this gas, actually steam, 
as it escapes from the coarse volcanic 
sand. The bubbles are quite warm, so | 
recommend no wetsuit for this dive. Top- 
side, Bonito Island has a nature trail and 
beach. Meals are served in the main 
building. As it is everywhere in the Philip- 
pines, the food is plentiful and good. 

It was sometimes difficult to realize | 
was only a few hours from Manila. There 
is quite a contrast between the fast- 
paced urban lifestyle and highrises of the 
city and the fish and farming communities 
in the Batangas area. But then, contrast 
and differences in cultures may be the 
main reasons for exotic travel. From a 
diving, cultural and travel point of view, 
Batangas does not disappoint.

white or black sand but they are pristine 
and lead down to the clear blue Pacific. 

Hawaiian diving is generally shallow, 
with excellent visibility—75 to 100 plus 
feet—and wonderful fish life. Yellow 
tangs, fantailed filefish, unicornfish, 
hawkfish, surgeonfish, lionfish, trumpet- 
fish, parrotfish and Moorish idols are just 
a few of the abundant species. If you are, 
or want to become, a fish photographer, 
this is the place for you. You can also ex- 
pect to see spotted and moray eels— 
many of which have become accustomed 
to being handfed—as well as turtles, oc- 
topus and both spiny and slipper lob- 
sters. Manta rays are not uncommon. 
Humpback whales congregate around 
Maui from November to April. Although 
there are strict laws against harassing 
them, you can enjoy their performances 
topside and there is always the possiblity 
of a chance encounter underwater. 

Macro photographers will find colorful 
invertebrate life in Hawaii's low profile 
corals and in the many nooks and 
crannies provided by the lava rock that 
forms much of the shoreline. Water tem- 
peratures average about 80°F in the 
summer and 73°F in the winter. Among 
Hawaii's many plusses is the fact there is 
no fire coral here!

No matter what your choice, you 
will fly from Los Angeles, San Francisco 
or Los Angeles, via Hawaiian Airlines, to 
Honolulu. From there you will catch a 
connecting flight to your final destination. 
lf you requested a rental car through Real 
Hawaii, contact Tropical Rent-A-Car upon 
arrival and they will have your air condi- 
tioned compact ready. 


you put on your tank and BC, convenient- 
ly stored just steps away. When you're 
ready, stand up and make a gaint stride 
into the water. Getting back on board is 
equally easy. Although Coast Guard certi- 
fied for 22 passengers, Diver One carries 
no more than 14. 

Kona Coast Divers visits different sites 
every day, depending on the weather and 
water conditions and guests’ wishes. My 
favorite spot was Captain Cook. South of 
town, it is a protected cove, with a monu- 
ment on shore commemorating Captain 
Cook’s landing in the Hawaiian Islands. 
The divemasters can give you a colorful 
account of what happened to him.

Low profile corals are abundant, and de- 
Spite its popularity, the reefs look pristine. 

A Kona Coast Divers divemaster is al- 
ways in the water to lead an informal tour 
of each area. Although certified divers 
may go off on their own in buddy teams, 
if they do, they'll miss seeing eels that 
can be petted and certain other creatures 
the divemasters are experts at finding. 

lf you decide to take a Real Hawaii va- 
cation trip to Maui, you'll be diving with 
Lahaina Divers. Owned by Blain Roberts 
and managed by Laurie Bachelor, it of- 
fers equipment rentals and sales, certifi- 
cation and specialty classes, air fills and 
everything else you would expect of a 
PADI Five Star Facility. 

Lahaina Divers is especially proud of 
its two boats, the 43 foot Reliant and the 
31 foot Nomad. Both cruise at 20 knots, 
making trips to Lanai and Molokini Crater 
quick and easy. Although certified for 25, 
the Reliant carries only 16. En route to the 
dive sites, guests sit on padded seats 
that have plenty of storage space under- 
neath them. Both shaded and unshaded 
areas are available and there is a special- 
ly padded table for cameras. The smaller 
Nomad carries only 10, but is no less 
comfortable than the larger Reliant. Both 
boats have freshwater showers and 
heads. Diving from either boat is easy. 
The crew helps each person gear up and 
get into the water and is no less attentive 
when it comes time to reboard the boats. 

Although Maui does have some shal- 
low reefs that offer good diving, the best 
sites are off Lanai and Molokini Crater. 
On my first Hawaiian trip 12 years ago, | 
did all my diving off Lanai and enjoyed it 
immensely. Lava tubes and tunnels add 
intrigue and interest as well as providing 
homes for a myriad of invertebrates. 

Molokini Crater, a marine park, is pop- 
ular with both divers and snorkelers. All 
that remains topside is a crescent of land. 
Depths inside the submerged, one-half 
mile wide crater range from 10 to 100 
feet. Molokini is home to Garbanzo, Free- 
bee and Cocoa, friendly moray eels that 
are used to posing for pictures. If condi- 
tions are good and the divers experi- 
enced, a dive can be made on the out- 
side of the crater—a sheer, vertical wall— 
where there is the chance of seeing large 
marine life. 

Lahaina Divers welcomes snorkelers 
and has no objections to certified divers 
going off on their own in buddy pairs. Re- 
member, however, their divemasters 
know where to find the marine life for 
which you could spend an entire dive 
fruitlessly searching! 

Should you make Kauai your Real Ha- 











wail destination choice, you will be diving 
with Aquatics Kauai. Owned and oper- 
ated by Howard Getzoff and Pete Ricciar- 
di, this full service dive store is in Kapaa, 
on the east side of Kauai. Gear sales, 
rentals and repairs (usually in one day) 
are available. PADI, NAUI and SSI basic 
certifications are offered, as well as 
advanced and specialty courses. At the 
time of this writing, Aquatics Kauai had 
just taken delivery of the Odysseus, a 
custom built dive boat. Forty-four feet 
long, she is powered by twin diesels with 
lots of deck space, a freshwater shower, 
head and galley. This makes her perfectly 
Suited for special, full day (7:30 am—5:30 
pm) trips to Mana Crack, one and one- 
half hours away on Kaual’s west coast.

Two dives are made and a box lunch is 
served during the surface interval. Pas- 
sengers may divide their time sunning on 
the open deck or sitting inside the cabin 
in the shade. Because it is a fairly long 
trip and sea conditions are not always fa- 
vorable, Mana Crack is not dived much. 
Aquatics Kauai only offers the trip from 
mid-June to mid-September when the 
seas are usually calm. Visibility at the site 
averages 100 feet. There are lava tubes, 
drop-offs and lots of fish and inverte- 
brates. Howard Getzoff calls a visit to the 
site ‘“sensory innundation. 

Although Coast Guard certified for 25, 
Odysseus carries only 15 passengers, 
even on the usual one-half day, two tank 
dives. Snorkelers are always welcome. 
As is true with the other dive operators 
mentioned in this article, Aquatics Kauai 
has no objections to certified divers go- 
ing off on their own. Two instructors are 
in the water on each dive, however, and 
are available for casual, guided tours. 

lf guests wish, Aqautics Kauai will have 
an underwater photographer videotape 
or shoot stills of them during their dives 
so they have visual records of their trip. 
And, next door to the dive shop, Camera 
Lab can develop your E-6 slide or color 
print film so you can see how well your 
equipment and techniques are working.

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SEA BASS

lengths of three feet and can weigh more 
than 20 pounds. 

Economically, the sea bass is a main 
staple of the commercial fisheries indus- 
try in the Middle Atlantic states and also 
provides an important resource for the 
sportfishing industry along the East 
Coast. Recreational fishermen find the 
fish a worthy adversary. 

Shipwreck divers often overlook the 
possibility of fishing for sea bass during 
those long surface intervals between 
dives. This method appeals to many indi- 
viduals who find it difficult to handle a 
speargun. The sea bass diet consists of 
shellfish, small fish and squid, with the 
latter being an excellent choice as bait. If 
you forget to visit your local bait store in 
time to purchase squid, the supermarket 
has it under the name calamari. Many 
dive boats along the East Coast also 
Charter for fishing and may have fishing 
tackle on board. Check with your boat 
captain as to availability of equipment 
and concerning his/her regulations re- 
garding fishing on a diving trip. 

Spearfishermen must use all of their 
Stalking skills when hunting for the sea 
bass. On shipwrecks, the fish are very 
timid and swim for cover when a diver 
approaches. Because of their small size 
and their cautiousness, they add new 
meaning to the word hunt. Spearfisher- 
men who bag a sea bass experience a 
real sense of accomplishment. 

Once caught, the fish should be put on 
ice aS soon as possible to keep it fresh 
and also to make filleting easier. This is 
an art that takes some practice to master. 
Don't be discouraged by botched at- 
tempts in the beginning; it is the only way 
to learn. The key to successful filleting is 
a sharp knife and a cold fish. Start by 
making a diagonal cut just behind the 
pectoral fin from the beginning of the dor- 
sal fin to the pelvic fin. Then make 
another cut at the base of the tail. Make 
a third cut along the dorsal fin from the 
tail to the head, following with an identical 
cut from tail to head along the bottom of 
the fish. These last two cuts should be 
shallow and should only separate the 
meat from the backbone. Starting at the 
top of the fish, work your knife along the 
backbone and separate the fillet from the 
bone. Repeat this process on the other 
side of the fish. 

The last step in the process is to re- 
move the outer skin. Place the fillet on the 
cutting board with the skin side down. 
Starting at the tail, cut down through the 
flesh and turn the knife flat against the 
skin with the sharp edge of the blade fac- 
ing toward the wide portion of the fillet. 
Use a gentle sawing motion and separate 
the skin from the flesh. After filleting, 











check the fish for bones and wash it in 
fresh water. You’re now ready for the fun 
part: cooking and eating the fish! 

Sea bass often produces a thick fillet 
that can be difficult to fry. Undercooking 
will produce a mushy center while over- 
cooking will result in a dried-out fillet. 
Slicing the fillets into thinner pieces will 
allow a more evenly cooked meal. One of 
my favorite recipes is Sea Bass Nuggets. 
Cut the fish into bite size nuggets, dip 
them in flour and then into a beaten egg. 
finally, roll into bread crumbs. Put a small 
amount of cooking oil into a frying pan 
and fry the nuggets about two minutes 
per side until they are golden brown. 
Serve as an appetizer with cocktail or tar- 
tar sauce. 

Fillets may be frozen for later use. In 
our household, the middle of February is 
a perfect time. When the winter wind is 
howling and snow is on the ground, there 
is nothing quite as nice as a seafood din- 
ner and, as seafood dinners go, sea bass 
iS a WINNer! >the 


BROILED SEA BASS 

Sprinkle the fillets with pepper and pa- 
prika, dot with butter and broil about five 
minutes on each side, depending on 
thickness. The total broiling time will be 
7 to 12 minutes. The fish should be gold- 
en brown. If cooked too thoroughly it will 
be dry and fall to pieces. 


SEA BASS AU GRATIN 

2 Ibs. sea bass fillets 
1 large tomato, sliced thin 
12 oz. mozzarella cheese, shredded 
Bread crumbs 
Cooking oil 
Parsley, chopped 

Bread only one side of the fillets. Heat 
oil in the skillet and put the fillets in, 
breaded side down. Top with tomato 
slices and shredded cheese. sprinkle a 
small amount of parsley on top. Cover 
the skillet and fry until the cheese melts. 
Serves four people.

OCEAN ADVENTURE

hen | told a friend my company had 

won a contract to do some work in 
the Maldives, he asked, ‘‘Where’s that?”’ 
Since then, | have found this to be a nor- 
mal response from Americans when | tell 
them about this incredible group of is- 
lands. Europeans are a great deal more 
aware of the Maldives. Many German, 
French and ltalian tourists discovered this 
vacation mecca shortly after it opened 
the first of some 50 resorts developed 
here since the mid 1970s. Each resort is 
on its own island with spectacular, isolat- 
ed beaches and clear, warm water, per- 
fect for diving and swimming. 

During my first few trips to the Mal- 
dives, my work schedule did not allow 
much time for diving. Besides, no one 
seemed particularly excited about what 
the area had to offer. Then, | made a dive 
off Kurumba, a resort island in the Male 
atoll, and was amazed at how tame and 
how large the fish were. This dive was fol- 
lowed by others off other resort areas 
and | became more impressed with the 
quality of diving in the Maldives. 

While on a recent trip to these islands, 
| stayed on the resort island of Villingili 
while waiting for construction to be com- 
pleted on the new tuna cannery. During 
this respite, | stopped in the local dive 
shop to learn about the diving from the 
German owner, Herbert Unger. He has 
been in the Maldives some seven years 
and is true to his ethnic origin, being both 
very thorough and efficient. His dive shop 
is well laid out. Also, he has devised a 
simple and unique method of cleaning 
and drying the gear after a dive. It is sim- 








ply dumped in a well of fresh water and 
hung up to dry in the trees and racks; a 
real high-tech system. 

Unger was very hospitable and extend- 
ed a welcome invitation to go for a dive. 
Well, why not? His gear was first rate, the 
boat was good and the diving close by. 
So, off | went at the appointed time, 
14:45. Everything was ready to go. All of 
the other divers were German, rather 
aloof, as is typical of them with strangers, 
particularly a non-German speaking one. 

As divemaster, Unger took charge, as- 
signing me a lady buddy. Off we went on 
a diesel powered dhoni to a reef very 
close to the island on which we were 
staying. Herbert called it Han’s Place. 
The dhoni is stable, low to the water and 
easy to get both into and out of. 

When we were at anchor over the dive 
area, Unger pulled out a plastic board 
and drew a picture of our dive site and 
discussed it with us. 

The water was spectacularly clear. At 
first, bubbles rising from a couple of div- 
ers directly below me blocked my view of 
the drop-off and bottom. After rinsing my 
mask, things cleared and | saw the drop- 
off had abundant fish of various types 
and sizes and the reef fauna was both 
very rich and diversified. 

Having spent years diving on many 
tropical islands throughout the Pacific, 
and being trained as a fisheries biologist, 
| feel qualified in stating the diving in the 
Maldives, particularly as it relates to the 
fish, is probably some of the best, if not 
the best, in the world. 

One has to understand the customs of 
the Maldivians to know why the reef fish 
are so large in both numbers and size. To 
put it quite simply, these fish are literally 
dying of old age. The Maldivians do not 
eat reef fish, preferring skipjack tuna. Re- 
sort owners do not allow tourists to 
spearfish, nor does the government. Fur- 
ther, the government does not allow fish- 
ing with nets. Consequently, no one 
catches reef fish unless they are fishing 
with a hook and line for the hotel table 
and this is always done away from dive 
sites. AS a consequence, all of the reef 
fish have become fat, tame, lazy and 
some, even overbearing when you in- 
trude on ‘‘their’’ property. | was swim- 
ming along the top of a drop-off when a 
large brown triggerfish about one-half 
meter long came screaming up out of the 
depths, stopping no more than an arm's 
length away. Cheeky devil, but startle me 
he did.

choice should be the one that is right for 
you. Here are some simple criteria that 
may help you with the selection process: 

Price—lf price is a serious consider- 
ation, then the analog consoles are going 
to look very attractive. These devices 
have been around a long time and their 
designs have been perfected. Since ana- 
log consoles are produced in the greatest 
quantity, their manufacturing cost per unit 


is somewhat less. This cost break is 
passed along to the consumer. 

Availability—lf you need an instrument 
console right now, availability becomes a 
major factor. The new console designs 
are going to be pretty scarce for the re- 
mainder of this year. This is because all 
digital and dive computer models are 
presently being manufactured in small 
quantities. There are many advance or- 
ders that must be filled before we will see 
these consoles in significant quantities. 

Need—Perhaps the most important 
considerations are your personal diving 
needs. There is no sense in purchasing 
an extremely expensive, advanced in- 
strument if you need a simple one. 

A good example is the classic story of 
the typewriter and the computer. When 
PCs became available in large quantities, 
some experts predicted the typewriter 
would be obsolete. This has not hap- 
penéd. Computers do complex work (in- 
cluding typing) but typewriters can do 
simple work much faster and easier. The 
end result is that typewriters still outnum- 
ber computers. 

Now, let’s talk about your needs as a 
diver. If you are the traditional type, who 
learned to tell time on an old-fashioned 
analog clock, you will probably be more 
comfortable with an analog console. The 
dial face is easy to read in one glance. 

If you are the traditional type, engaged 
in repetitive diving (two to five dives dai- 
ly), you may find the analog/digital con- 
sole very handy. The digital timer makes 
it easier to keep track of bottom times 
and surface interval times. Calculation of 
the repet dive tables becomes a snap. 

On the other hand, if you are a high- 
tech fan who really enjoys digital read- 
outs and flashing symbols, the all digital 
console may be just the ticket. It is im- 
pressive, it is fun and it is certainly worth 
waiting for. 

If you are a serious or advanced diver 
who does a lot of repet and multi-level 
dives, the computer console may be a 
major consideration. This device is of tre- 
mendous assistance in automatically cal- 
culating optimum depths and times for 
each dive. 

Now that we have swept away the con- 
fusion over dive consoles, it’s time to go 
shopping. And, may the best console

ust when you thought it was safe to go 

back into the water, Bruce rears his 
ugly head again, splashing, frolicking and 
devouring his way across the big silver 
screen. For the fourth time, millions of 
dollars were spent. Hundreds of people 
descended on Martha's Vineyard and the 
Bahamas to produce a film about one of 
the most feared, misunderstood and ma- 
ligned creatures ever to swim in our 
oceans—the great white shark. 

The original Jaws was one of the larg- 
est grossing films of all time. To date it 
has made somewhere in the neighbor- 
hood of $260,000,000. Then, true to Hol- 
lywood form, Jaws // splashed across the 
screen, grossing $77,000,000. It was fol- 
lowed by Jaws 3D, which brought in a re- 
spectable $45,500,000. Since all of the 
films made lots of money, Universal said 
“Why not do another?”’ 

It never ceases to amaze me how ef- 
fective movies are in setting trends, creat- 
ing fashions overnight and sometimes 
creating complete and utter havoc within 
certain industries. And, the diving indus- 
try was right in the line of fire of Bruce’s 
big toothy maw. 

soon after the original Jaws was re- 
leased, many dive shops started to lose 
business. People have always been 
afraid of sharks, and seeing that mon- 
strous great white in vivid color, eating its 
bloodthirsty, vindictive way across the 
big silver screen, conjured up all the 
worst nightmares anyone ever had about 
these fish. Hollywood made it seem all 
too real. 

What's going to happen this time 
around? From the little bit of research | 
did, | found Jaws // and 3D didn’t have 
nearly the impact on the diving industry 
the original version did, for a couple of 
reasons: First, the sequels weren't quite 
so frightening—or as well done as the 
original—and secondly, the novelty had 








worn off somewhat. 

You've got to be pretty creative to 
spend $30,000,000 on just a movie. But, 
when you consider the location; the num- 
ber of people involved; the high salaries 
paid; the sets and in this case—especial- 
ly—the props; housing for everyone; 
transportation and support elements; and 
bad weather delays, it doesn’t take long 
to spend that much. Of course, Michael 
Caine’s salary, $6,000,000, was a big 
piece of change. 

There were no live sharks used in the 
film—only mechanical ones worth about 
$2,000,000. Bruce was 24 feet long and 
ran on 80 feet of underwater track. He 
could open and close his mouth, roll his 
eyes and undulate his body in a swim- 
ming mode. Another version of Bruce

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was a dorsal fin only that was towed be- 
hind a boat. Our favorite was Bruce Jr., 
dubbed the ‘‘Wabbit.”’ 

Bruce Jr. was half a shark, about five 
feet long, whose motion was provided by 
three diver propulsion vehicles. Controls 
moved his eyes and mouth. A diver 
would be on a small platform on top of 
the DPVs and operate the controls. The 
first time we got the 500 pound shark into 
the water, it made a rapid nose dive for 
the bottom. Special effects had sent over 
a small inner tube that was stuffed inside 
Bruce for buoyancy control. Naturally the 
tube burst almost as soon as we got it in- 
to the water and it took the combined ef- 
forts of Big John McLaughlin and Court- 
ney Brown, two veteran divers from Flori- 
da, to wrestle it to the surface. They then 


stuffed a BC jacket inside and things 
Started to look up. 

The idea was to film the front half of 
Bruce Jr. from the gill slits forward with a 
diver in the foreground swimming franti- 
cally, trying to get away from the big fish. 
By using a very wide angle lens, Pete Ro- 
mano, the underwater director of photog- 
raphy, was able to force the perspective 
to match the size to Bruce Sr. 

We shot a test underwater and felt that 
it could work, but something just didn't 
look right. Later we realized the overall 
paint job was rather anemic. Also, the red 
mouth was too bright and there were no 
scrapes or scars—which you'd normally 
see—on the shark. However, the test 
gave the director an idea as to whether 
or not it had good possibilities for one or 
two scenes. 

When dailies were screened the follow- 
ing night it was apparent we were watch- 
ing a mechanical shark. We saw that just 
the right angle would have to be filmed 
and the cuts would have to be quickly ed- 
ited to make it work. The projectionist 
was asked to run the film a second time. 
Everyone was quiet and very intent as 
they studied the image on the screen. 
Then Joe Sargent said ‘‘Gawd, it looks 
like a rabbit!’’ 

So, when you walk out of the theater 
this summer with images of Bruce, blood- 
thirstily devouring his way from Amityville 
to Nassau, just remember, it’s only a me- 
chanical ‘‘wabbit.”” >

O: the eastern shore of the central Ba- 
Ja peninsula, Loreto, Mexico looks 
out across the Sea of Cortez. Since the 
establishment of the settlement in 1670, 
the population has clustered around the 
old Spanish mission. Just south of Loreto 
the mountain range known as Sierra de 
la Giganta emerges from the cape and 
runs into the sea. Here the desert ridge 
meets the fertile ocean. The rugged and 
harsh beauty of rock and cactus creates 
a striking topside world in Loreto, but the 
sea of Cortez is something different. 

For years sportfishermen have known 
how rich Loreto’s waters are. We divers 
owe them a bit of thanks. The new jetport 
was built primarily to accommodate their 
increased traffic. That benefits us all by 
allowing quick direct flights from Los An- 
geles to Loreto. 

Once underwater in Loreto, you will 
soon discover that layers of life cover the 
rocky terrain. Colorful encrusting 
sponges, hard and soft corals and sea- 
weed coat the boulders and steep drop- 





offs. The great variety of ambulatory in- 
vertebrates, most noticeably the starfish 
and nudibranchs, inhabit the reef in an 
amazing assortment of species. Illuminat- 
ing the underside of large boulders re- 
veals the diversity of the multicolored life. 

What about free swimming marine fau- 
na? Well, they come in a range of dimen- 
sions from less than one-half inch to 
more than 80 feet in length. Depending 
on the time of year, you may be escorted 
from the Fantasia Divers de Loreto head- 
quarters in El Presidente Hotel to the is- 
land dive sites by an occasional finback 
or possibly Bryde’s whale. You may be 
one of the fortunate ones who gets to 
swim with a manta ray whose wing span 
exceeds eight feet. In late spring and ear- 
ly summer, you might swim with the larg- 
est of all fishes, the whale shark. 

In the late summer and early fall, visibil- 
ity can extend beyond 100 feet. Through- 
out the year, you will be entertained by 
common or Pacific white sided dolphins. 
They may merely roll and surf in the Fan- 
tasia dive boats’ wakes or, if the day is 
right, treat you to a display of acrobatics 
by leaping out from under the bow of the 
speeding craft and reentering the water

so close to the boat the spray splashes 
the curious onlookers. 

While no one can guarantee that moth- 
er nature will deliver such prizes, you can 
be assured the fish life is abundant and 
diverse. Upon meeting the divers, large 
groupers cruise on the edge of visibility 
and shy cabrillas retreat to the jumbled 
maze of boulders. Jeweled and Panamic 
green morays peer out from their holes. 
While you inspect the mottled mantle of 
an invertebrate, you might notice a Cor- 
tez angelfish investigating you. 

Fantasia Divers runs successful opera- 
tions on both sides of Mexico. Fantasia 
Divers de Loreto, like the Cozumel facili- 
ty, is a full service watersports center. At 
the store, below El Presidente Hotel's 
restaurant, Cimarron, Fantasia Divers of- 
fers several different ways to enjoy the 
Sea of Cortez.

can carve up Nopolo Bay behind Fanta- 
sia’s ski boat. Should you decide to take 
a day off from diving and opt to try your 
luck at sportfishing, Fantasia can charter 
you a traditional 22 foot fishing boat 
(called pangas locally) or larger 32 foot 
craft for either day or night outings. 

Vacationing scuba divers touring with 
Fantasia will also find a variety of serv- 
ices. When you sign in, all you need is a 
C-card; Fantasia can outfit you complete- 
ly. It welcomes individuals as well as 
groups of as many as 30 divers. Instruc- 
tional programs start with introductory 
classes and range to assistant instructor. 
Although several specialty courses are 
offered—night, deep, search and recov- 
ery, etc.—the most popular distinctive 
specialty is research diver in the Sea of 
Cortez; it's a survey of Cortez’ diverse 
marine life above and below the surface. 
The staff members are outgoing, friendly 
and thoroughly competent. Communica- 
tion is not a problem; staff members, 
management included, speak English 
well. The atmosphere may be laid back, 
but the crew is always ready to help with 
equipment, cameras or even provide an 
impromptu Spanish lesson.

The, Saddled Butterflyfish. 


(Chaetodon ephippium) 


The saddled butterflyfish of the Indo-Pacific is a 
striking, easily recognizable species because of the 
large black saddle in its upper dorsal area. This 
characteristic is no doubt the source of its scientif- 
ic name, ephippium, which comes from the Greek 
meaning ‘‘mounted as on a horse.’’ [_| The fish has 
a relatively wide range—throughout the Indo-Pa- 
cific, off Australia, rarely in Hawaii. In the wild, it 
lives in shallow water—the tidepools of the Great 
Barrier Reef; the inlets of southern Honshu; in 
depths less than three feet 
off Hawaii—yet specimens 
have been collected from 
deep water traps in Hawaii. 
[_]There is a broad white 
border on the black saddle 
of the fish and orange mark- 
ings on the rear of the sad- 
dle, at the base of the tail 
and on the chin and snout. 
On the pale greenish-yellow body, there is a series 
of blue-purple stripes that run the length of the 
belly. As the fish reaches its maximum length of 
about 12 inches, the dorsal filament grows until it 
reaches the length of the tail. The relative age of 
an individual saddled butterflyfish can be deter- 
mined by the length of this dorsal appendage. 
[_] The butterflyfishes belong to the family Chaeto- 
dontidae, which is worldwide in distribution and 
represented by 11 genera with 160 species, The 
greatest diversity of this family is in the Indo-Pacif- 
ic. [_] As is typical of all members of the family, 
the saddled butterflyfish has a dark stripe through 





the eye and a black blotch near the tail. In the sad- 
dled butterfly, the eye stripe often pales with age. 
It is speculated that these markings serve as a Cam- 
ouflage and that predators calculating the move- 
ments of the butterflyfish by the position of its eye 
(the real eye concealed by the stripe) often lunge 
for the wrong end of the fish and come up empty- 
mouthed. [ | Butterflyfishes have other means of 
defense besides camouflage. They can swim back- 
ward, which helps in moments of danger and they 
can wedge themselves into 
inaccessible, narrow cracks 
in the reef. Their high bod- 
ies and stout dorsal and anal 
spines deny them as prey to 
all but the largest predators. 
[] Butterflyfishes have be- 
havioral characteristics simi- 
lar to their terrestrial name- 
sakes, flitting about the reefs 
like butterflies, often in pairs. They pick at corals 
to eat the coral animals and also feed on the tenta- 
cles of polychaete worms and zoantharians. The 
elongated snouts of some butterflyfishes are espe- 
cially well adapted for getting into the nooks and 
crannies of coral reefs. Chaetodont means bristle 
tooth, which describes the minute, brush-like 
teeth that are well adapted for straining out the ti- 
ny animals they feed on. The juveniles of butterfly- 
fishes are prized by aquarists the world over. In an 
aquarium, the saddled butterflyfish does well 
when it feeds on brine shrimp and freeze-dried 
Tubifex worms. >##

Now, one more ship has been added 
to the Truk Lagoon fleet, but this one is 
different. Regarded as the largest live- 
aboard dive boat in the Pacific, the SS 
Thorfinn measures an awesome 170 feet 
long. She is a converted whaling ship that 
has been transformed into a live-aboard 
vessel for scuba diving and fishing. 

Built in Norway in 1952, the Thorfinn 
exhibits the classic ice breaker type bow 
and low aft gunwales of a commercial 
fishing vessel. Constructed of heavy duty 
steel and powered by a massive steam 
engine, the 1,100 ton ship is capable of 
safely sailing in the stormiest of seas. 
During her early service, the Thorfinn 
plied the waters of the North Sea and ice- 
berg water of the Antarctic. 

At 170 feet, the Thorfinn is the largest 
live-aboard dive boat in operation today. 
She has a 30 foot beam and a draft of 18 
feet. She can reach a maximum speed of 
17 knots and cruises comfortably at 13 
knots. Four decks high, this vessel offers 
incredibly spacious accommodations 
and facilities. 

The Thorfinn was redesigned to 
accommodate 26 guests at a cost of $2 
million. There are a total of 13 double 
staterooms spread out among three sep- 
arate decks. All are fully air-conditioned 
and contain private sinks, mirrors, closets 
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and drawers. Four showers and six toi- 
lets (heads) are conveniently located just 
a few steps from the staterooms. A wash- 
er and dryer provide laundry service. 

An additional $30,000 worth of air-con- 
ditioning has been installed in the saloon 
and upper cabins on the lounge deck. 
The general air-conditioning system has 
also been beefed up to handle the tropi- 
cal weather of Micronesia. The cabin 
temperature can be brought down to 72 
degrees if desired. 

The Thorfinn features a very roomy sa- 
loon (living room) complete with hanging 
plants, a bar, television and VCR system. 
The videotape library contains a selection 
of at least 50 movies. Three refrigerated 
drinking fountains have been installed in 
the corridors of the various decks. 

Just outside the saloon doors there Is 
a large, eight foot diameter hot tub, com- 
plete with air jets. Built flush to the deck, 
the hot tub will accommodate up to ten 
people comfortably. It is filled with saltwa- 
ter and heated to 98°F. Surrounding the 
tub are a dozen deck chairs. 


SHIPBOARD DINING 

After diving, a diver's second most im- 
portant priority is generally food, and this 
is where the Thorfinn excels. The ship is 
equipped with a large galley and a total 
of four dining tables. Guests are seated 
in small groups of 5 to 10 people. Meals 
are individually served by the crew. 

Three hot meals are served daily and 


each has a homemade quality to it. The 
galley crew bakes its own bread, cakes 
and cookies. The Thorfinn also has its 
own ice cream maker. 

The cuisine is wholesome American 
and continental with generous servings of 
chicken, roast beef, veal, lamb, duck, pot 
roast and lobster. Fish is served on occa- 
sion and is generally a delicious British 
Columbia salmon. 

Desserts are equally delicious and 
widely varied. They include such tantaliz- 
ing items as: apple strudel, fresh made 
vanilla ice cream, chocolate eclairs, pine- 
apple slices with raspberry sauce or 
chocolate cake with banana cream filling. 

Each morning a large coffee urn is 
ready for self serve at 6:30 am. This is 
great for early birds. Breakfast starts at 
7:30 am. A pitcher of fruit juice is set out 
on each table and guests give the chef 
their order. Each meal is cooked to order 
with a selection of eggs any style, pan- 
cakes or French toast. There is also a 
choice of Sausage or bacon. 

At mid-morning freshly baked choco- 
late chip cookies are available for divers 
returning from their first dives. The same 
is true in mid-afternoon. Hot coffee, tea or 
lemonade are available all day long. 

Lunch is served at 12:30 or 1:00 pm, 
depending upon when the boats return 
from the second dive. Lunch can consist 
of such delights as: potato soup and 
quiche, stuffed duck, chili and fresh 
baked bread, pot roast and gravy. Salads 
are also served. 

Hors d'oeuvres are served in the sa- 
loon each evening at 6:30 pm. These little 
savories include chicken pate, various 
cheeses, cold meats and so on. 

Dinner is served at 7:30 pm and in- 
cludes white wine. The quality of food is 
better than that of most restaurants and 
served piping hot. Dishes include prime 
rib, lamb rack, lobster tail, veal cutlet, 
chicken breasts and baked salmon. 


DIVING FACILITIES 

Cradied on the decks of the Thorfinn 
are three 24 foot dive boat tenders. Each 
craft can carry eight divers plus a boat 
operator and a dive guide. They are pow- 
ered by twin Suzuki outboards. The ves- 
sel also carries four, 14 foot aluminum 
runabouts that are used for fishing, explo- 
ration and pickup dive tenders. 

Dual air fill stations have been installed 
on the main deck—one at the starboard 
rail and one at the port. This allows simul- 
taneous filling of tanks on both sides of 
the vessel and eliminates congestion. 

‘Fin bins’? have been mounted along 
the ship's rails. These plastic buckets are 
large enough to hold a diver’s personal 
fins, mask, BC, regulator and accesso- 
ries. Each pair of buckets is numbered to 
match your stateroom number. 


DIVING SCHEDULE 
| recently went aboard the Thorfinn for 
an eight day Truk Lagoon cruise. This 











consisted of moving the great ship 
among three anchorages in the lagoon 
and diving on some 14 to 16 wrecks. 

Each of the three anchorages (Moen, 
Dublon, Uman) offered an opportunity to 
visit a Separate set of wrecks:

Running time (by dive tender) from the 
Thorfinn to various wrecks ranges from 
10 to 20 minutes. The boats are easy to 
board as the main deck is level with the 
floating craft. 

During the cruise there are a total of 
seven days of diving. Usually four excur- 
sions are scheduled daily, plus a night 
dive every night. If you make every dive 
scheduled, you can total 35 dives for the 
week—more than double the amount of 
diving that can be done from a shore 
based hotel. 

The dive schedule begins at 8:00 am. 
There are usually two dives each morning 
and two in the afternoon. There are gen- 
erally two hours surface time between 
each dive and most guests use a decom- 
pression computer to monitor their repeti- 
tive dive schedule. The day’s diving is 
usually over by 5:30 pm. Night dives are 
scheduled after dinner. 

Each morning the divemaster posts a 
schedule of which wrecks will be dived 
and at what times. Popular wrecks such 
as the Fujikawa, Sankisan and Shinkoku 
are often rescheduled for a second or 
third dive. The ship’s library carries 
books on the various wrecks so guests 
can brief themselves prior to the dive. 

The Trukese dive guides, Possee and 
Jersey, are experts at pinpointing the un- 
marked wrecks. They can anchor the 
boat on just about any portion of the ship 
(bow, mid-section or stern) even though 
the wreck may lie 100 feet below. Their 
pinpoint accuracy is the result of years of 
experience taking location bearings from 
nearby islands. 


DIVE SITES 

One of the unique aspects of Truk La- 
goon, as compared to other maritime 
graveyards, is that each shipwreck has 
its own personality. Many of the sunken 
vessels were part of the Japanese Mer- 
chant Marine Service—freighters and 
tankers transporting military supplies and 
ammunition. This navy of war time con- 


scripts included ships of many designs 
and vintages. They carried a fascinating 
variety of cargoes and today are host to 
some amazing species of marine life. 

The following is a sketch of the most 
popular wrecks visited by the Thorfinn: 

Shinkoku Maru: This 500 foot long Jap- 
anese tanker is considered one of the 
three most beautiful shipwrecks in the la- 
goon. The ship sits upright on the bottom 
with the wheelhouse and forward decks 
brimming with beautiful soft corals of 
many colors. 


Yamagiri Maru: This 450 foot long car- 
go vessel lies on its starboard side with 
seafans and soft corals covering the 
bridge and the port railing. She was an 
ammunition ship for Japan’s super battle- 
ship Muhsashi. Her forward hold is still 
loaded with 18 inch diameter warheads 
that weigh 3,700 pounds each. These 
were the largest naval shells produced 
for a battleship of any nation. 

Heian Maru: This 510 foot submarine 
tender lies on its port side with the name 
clearly marked in giant bronze letters on

the bow. Her most impressive feature is 
a large deck gun mounted on her stern. 

Suzuki: This was a retired Japanese 
destroyer that had been reconditioned as 
a patrol boat. She had lost her bow and 
had a false bow welded in its place. She 
had twin high speed propellers and depth 
charge racks on the stern. 

Fujikawa Maru: This 435 foot aircraft 
ferry is regarded as another of the three 
most beautiful shipwrecks in Truk La- 
goon. She sits upright on the seafloor 
with her upper decks covered with soft 
corals and marine life of all types. A fami- 
ly of lionfish inhabit the stern area of the 
ship and there are a number of carpet 
anemones on her deck, complete with 
small families of clownfish. Her cargo 
holds contain Zero fighter fuselages, 
wings, propeller blades and machine 
guns. The forward hold also contains 
boxes of machine gun bullets. 

Hino Maru 2: This small, 200 foot car- 
go vessel is perhaps one of the most 
photographed wrecks in Truk Lagoon. 
She lies in shallow water almost up 
against an island. A small, three inch 
deck gun is mounted on her bow and 
comes within five feet of the surface. 

Sankisan Maru: Nearby are the partial 
remains of a 367 foot ammunition ship. 
She is the third most beautiful wreck in 
the lagoon, as her forward mast is com- 
pletely draped in soft corals, hard corals 
and colorful marine life. The ship is also 
home to a small family of lionfish. The re- 
mains of several trucks are still lashed to 
the deck of this vessel and the forward 
hold contains cases of bullets and heav- 
ier ammunition. 

Amagisan Maru: This 450 foot cargo 
vessel lies in deeper water, rolled over on 
her port side. Her most distinctive feature 
is a large bow gun that can be photo- 
graphed underneath. Her cargo holds 
contain drums of aviation fuel and an au- 
tomobile that may have belonged to a 
high ranking officer. 

No Name Maru: This unidentified ship- 
wreck was discovered only recently and 
is near the wrecks of the Sankisan and 
Hino. Her most prominent feature is a 
large stern propeller and a multitude of 
fish life. 

Rio de Janeiro Maru: This 450 foot 
converted luxury liner was a submarine 
tender. She lies on her starboard side 
with deck guns still in place. The stern is 
the most interesting area as it features 
two giant, four bladed propellers and a 
colorful array of sponges, soft corals and 
baitfish. There is usually a school of jacks 
cruising off the deep end of the stern. 

Gosei Maru: Sometimes called the 
stern high wreck, this 275 foot vessel car- 
ried a cargo of torpedoes, periscopes 
and ammunition. She lies on a steep 
slope up against an island with the stern

Betty Bomber: The wreckage of a twin 
engine Japanese Betty bomber lies on a 
sand bottom in 50 feet of water. She 
crashed on take-off while being attacked 
by a U.S. Marine fighter plane. 

Zero Wreck: Nearby is the wreck of an 
A6-M3 Mitsubishi Zero fighter. The air- 
craft is still intact but upside down in 50 


feet of water.

The 6 and 8 day cruises 
will be devoted to diving the wrecks of 
Truk Lagoon. The 12 day cruise consists 
of a trip between Truk and Pohnpei (also 
known as Ponape) with dives on remote 
coral atolls as well as shipwreck dives. 
Thorfinn diving cruises range in price 
from $1,200 for a 6 day cruise to $1,680 
for an 8 day cruise and $2,450 for a 12 
day cruise. Starting December 4, the 
Thorfinn will make 35 departures out of 
Truk and one out of Pohnpei. >

mally served by the pools. Cimarron, the 
upstairs dining area that overlooks the 
beach, serves great Mexican food. For 
appetizers, try the clams casino or 
shrimp fantasy. Seafood lovers should 
order the fresh grilled lobster or fish fillet 
meuniere. There is also a good selection 
of meat and poultry entrees. Desserts in- 
clude fresh pastries and cakes. 

Just outside of town, the comfortably 
appointed hacienda-styled La Mision has 
indoor and outside seating for 70 and an 
after hours bar. The ambiance is as 
pleasant as the food is good. The ceviche 
is excellent. Sample either the catch of 
the day a /a Veracruz or the steak in mus- 
tard sauce. Indulge your sweet tooth with 
the flan for dessert. Embarcadero Res- 
taurant by the water in Loreto has taken 
advantage of the minimal yearly rainfall in 
Baja. Its main grill is outside. Although 
there is indoor seating, the author pre- 
ferred dining under the trees in a light 
evening breeze. The food is dynamite. 
Try either the black bean or tortilla soup. 
Like the other restaurants in the area, it 
offers meat, chicken and seafood. If that 
nights’ special is fresh grilled fish and 
scallops in garlic butter, order it. After 
dining, people—who still have energy left 
following a full day of diving, skiing and 
tennis—can dance the night away at El 
Presidente’s discotheque, Duna. 

Fantasia’s dive boats easily carry up to 
15 passengers each. The 32 foot mono- 
hulls cruise at a speed of around 14 
Knots. The head and changing room are 
up in the bow. Tanks are arranged in the 
center of the craft with molded fiberglass 
and cushioned seats along the sides. 
Amidships, the crew's upper station pro- 
vides shade for the passengers. During 
the cooler months glass curtains are 
Snapped in to form a windbreak. Most 
divers enter with a backward or forward 
roll. Twin swim ladders aid exiting the wa- 
ter. The custom built boats are well suited 
to the local conditions. 

The majority of Fantasia Divers’ excur- 
sions run to the neighboring islands. 
Generally, there are two dives and a pic- 
nic luncheon on a beach. Trips leave at 
10:00 am and return around 3:00-4:00 
pm. The times are loose. The staff will 
hold departures for late arriving guests 
and, often, visitors wishing to explore the 
islands. On almost every trip, dolphins 
play around the boats. 

There are numerous and varied dive 
sites. Here’s just a few: On a typical day 
at Isla Coronado, north of Loreto, the first 
dive might be Punta Blanca. You anchor 
in the rocks near the shoreline. Descend- 
ing to the reef you'll discover the rocky 
bottom slopes and drops in a quick se- 











ries of steps from 40 to about 80 feet. 
Take a light with you to see how vibrant 
the growth is. Starfish seem to congre- 
gate on the boulders. On the sand shelf 
at 80 feet, bushes of bright, lime green 
coral stand out like a field of Christmas 
trees. Gorgonians grow in the crevices. 
Fish life is plentiful. 

After the dive, you may want to look for 
sea lions on the point. Your second dive 
may be at Woodstock, named after a 
stone formation that resembles the 
Peanuts cartoon character. This dive has 
lots of animal life. Look for long green nu- 
dibranchs and other invertebrates. Eels 
often snooze under the deeper ledges. 
Brown, rust, red and yellow corals deco- 
rate the rocks. Schools of wavyline 
grunts and damselfish drift past you. 

On another day you might head south 
to Isla Danzante. At El Faro Norte (north 
lighthouse), schools of fish swim close to 
the boulders. Like many other locations, 
the profile slopes steeply to around 60 or 
70 feet. As you reach the bottom, watch 
for golden groupers. Pairs of barberfish 
mill around the slope. Giant damselfish 
approach divers and dart back to the hol- 
lows. In less than 40 feet at the Caves, 
you can spot all three types of angelfish 
among the algae covered boulders. One 
king angelfish felt compelled to greet 
each buddy team that swam past its rock. 
Entering a cave at 35 feet, you swim 
through a short chimney to exit at 25. 
Other enormous boulders have settled to- 
gether to form deep recesses that now 
shelter many different types of fish. Gold- 
spotted nudibranchs graze on the algae. 

Punta Tintorera is a typical site on Isla 
del Carmen. Whether you go down to 80 
feet or stay in the shallows you will find 
schools of fish. Looking closely on the 
outcrops you'll see red and blue blen- 
nies. Gobies and blennies reside in the 
colonial cup corals, encrusting sponges 
and abandoned worm tubes. Porcupine 
puffers and burrfish hang in the shadows. 
Shallower, the crevices become wider. 
The sides and archways are often cov- 
ered with orange and red encrusting 
sponges and cup corals. In these chan- 
nels and caverns mill snappers, parrots 
and cardinalfish. 

If you love the marine environment, 
then you will love Loreto. The staff at Fan- 
tasia Divers de Loreto takes the time to 
share the whole Baja scene with visitors. 
Groups that stay for the week even get an 
opportunity to visit a desert oasis for a 
cookout on their last evening. Chances 
are that even if you can only stay for a 
short time on your first visit, your next trip 
will be longer.

they slowly moved aside to let me pass. 
| kept thinking of all the wonderful close- 
ups | could have gotten of all these fish, 
if | only | had had my camera. 

Another overhang was filled with holo- 
centrids, a small red species with large 
eyes. Called menpachi in Hawaii, it 
brings a prime price on the fresh fish 
market there. These fish were nearly 
twice the size as those | used to spear in 
Hawaii and Palau. They were almost a 
foot long and very heavy through the 
body. | would guess they numbered in 
the hundreds. 

During this and other dives, | was able 
to swim very close to the normally shy big 
bumphead wrasses, another common

species in the Maldives. Large jacks, tre- 
vally or crangids, called u/ua in Hawaii, 
are common and one day | was able to 
watch a school of smaller crangids feast- 
ing on small reef fish hiding in the coral. 
Their bright blue and gold coloring was 
magnificent as they cruised slowly back 
and forth, directly in front of me, just over 
the top of the broken surface of coral. 
Suddenly, with a jet-like burst of speed, 
they would dart forward and swallow a 
fish that had grown careless and strayed 
a bit too far from its hiding place. 

Swimming above a drop-off at sunset 
on a glassy calm day is an unparalleled 
event in the Maldives. Just below the sur- 
face are little halfbeaks foraging for 
planktonic foods. Small surgeon and 
black triggerfish, with long, waving dorsal 
fins, swim among the halfbeaks. Clouds 
of small baitfish feed in the water mass 
from the surface to the coral reef bottom, 
diving toward the bottom for shelter when 
startled. Occasionally, a reef shark 
cruises by, usually accompanied by a 
small striped remora. Eels, with their 
heads thrust well clear of their holes, 
open and close their mouths to push wa- 
ter over their gills to breathe, a threaten- 
ing pose that belies their normally docile 
manner. They are easy to feed and train, 
if you know what you are doing. 

One of the most beautiful, yet strange, 
animals on the reefs is the crinoid. During 











O: December 22, 1981, 300 pounds 
of dynamite changed diving in Flori- 
da forever. As helicopters hovered over- 
head and television and still cameras 
whirred away, a mighty blast ripped open 
the Orion's hull and sent her straight to 
the bottom in 95 feet of water. Within 
months, half a dozen dive businesses 
had sprung up in Miami, a city that for- 
merly was considered by divers to be on- 
ly a gateway—to the Keys, the Bahamas 
or islands of the Caribbean. 

Actually the third ship to be sunk as 
part of Dade County’s Artificial Reef Pro- 
gram (a barge and a wooden fishing boat 
had been sunk in the months previous), 
the Orion was the first to embody the 
stately lines of a classic shipwreck. An 
ocean going tugboat, she sits erect on 
the bottom, her propellers, engines and 
superstructure intact. Her wheelhouse 
reaches to within 55 feet of the surface. 
Considered by many to be the flagship of 
Miami's growing fleet of shipwrecks 
(about two dozen have been sunk within 
sport diving depths so far), she is visited 
by more than 200 divers every month. “'| 
would definitely say the Orion is the most 
popular wreck dive off Miami,’’ says Cap- 
tain R.J. Arnove of R.J. Diving Ventures, 
‘because it’s upright, because it's only 
20-25 minutes from the port of Miami and 
because the depth is perfect for an artifi- 
cial reef. At under 100 feet, most people 
can dive it.”’ 

On one of those unpredictable occa- 
sions when the Gulf Stream graces Miami 
divers by sending a ring of clear blue 
oceanic water inshore, the entire 118 foot 
length of the wreck can be seen, except 
for those portions obscured by the 
swirling halo of grunts that envelops most 
of the superstructure. On a more typical 
day, visibility might range from 20 to 60 
feet and the plankton-rich coastal water 
carries a greenish hue that imparts an 
aura of mystery to the wreck and its shim- 
mering swarms of fish. 

The same plankton that color the water 
green provide a rich food source for the 
many filter feeding invertebrates and fish 
that have colonized the wreck. And, 
these in turn feed the grazing and preda- 
tory fish that roam the rusting hulk. In 
contrast to wrecks that have been sunk in 
Caribbean water and remain virtually un- 
changed years later, there has been a 
veritable explosion of life on the Orion. 
From stem to stern the bare metal has 
been converted into a riotous salad bowl 
of marine life. Tiny brittlestars clamber 
about pink, red and white gorgonians. 
Gaudy angelfish nip off bits of crayon-col- 
ored sponges. Iridescent barnacles lap 
up morsels of plankton with flickering 
‘tongues.’ Rich beds of thorny oysters 
and scallops can be found on the under- 
sides of ledges. Even small black coral 
trees have appeared, prompting veteran 
Miami diver Tom Mount to comment, 
‘That sort of blows away all their theories 
on growth rates of black coral.” 





ORION 


Queen Of Shipwrecks

Peering into the hold just beneath the 
wheelhouse gives the illusion of opening 
a chest full of gold coins. Sunlight glints 
off thousands of metallic rounded bodies 
belonging to the dense school of copper 
sweepers that has taken up residence 
there. With living space at a premium on 
Miami’s low, crowded natural reefs, the 
high profile of an upright shipwreck like 
the Orion offers an attractive alternative in 
the form of elegant condominium-style 
living for such larger fish as green mo- 
rays and 50-60 pound Warsaw groupers. 
Many of the more edible varieties of large 
fish, however, find their leases prema- 
turely terminated by spearfishermen. 

Even fish that will not enter the wreck 
are attracted to it because of its size. Bar- 
racuda and amberjack can sometimes be 
seen hovering nearby while hogfish and 
large stingrays cruise the flats below. Co- 
bia and jacks often accompany the rays, 
hoping for scraps at mealtime. Big turtles 
occasionally swim by, and billfish have 
been seen jumping at the surface. 

Just to the west of the Orion is a natural 
reef. To the east and south are hard bot- 
tom flats covered by a thin layer of sand 
and dotted with small bushes of brilliant 
red stoplight gorgonians. Just to the north 
is another artificial reef—this one com- 
posed of the weightbelts dropped by div- 
ers entering and exiting dive boats! Cap- 


tain Rick Smith of Pisces Divers says that, 
for him, a dive on the Orion is usually 
profitable just because ‘‘so many people 
have lost so much gear on it. I’ve picked 
up goodie bags, tables, slates, numerous 
Knives and lights, fins, masks, etc.’’ 
Smith adds that he considers the Orion to 
be an ideal wreck dive because ‘“‘it’s ex- 
actly the way you envision a shipwreck to 
look. And, it makes a great night dive— 
very active and colorful, much more ex- 
citing than other wrecks. We see eels, 
nudibranchs, basketstars, blooming cor- 
als, crustaceans, you name it.”’ 

Like many of Miami’s current residents, 
the Orion is an import from Latin America. 
Built in 1928 as the Trinidad by the Pana- 
ma Canal Company, she served nearly 
one-half century pulling vessels through 
the canal, first with electric power, then 
with twin diesels. In the 1970s she was 
brought to Miami to serve as a floating 
diesel mechanic school for the economi- 
cally disadvantaged. A 1976 survey val- 
ued her at $125,000 with a $2 million re- 
placement cost. However, her new owner 
was unable to get the necessary grants 
and permits to operate the school and the 
Orion sat on the Miami River accumulat- 
ing dock fees and deteriorating. Eventual- 
ly the owner became economically disad- 
vantaged and dropped out of sight. 

In 1981 the Orion was taken over by 
the Florida Department of Natural Re- 
sources Derelict Removal Program, 
which turned it over to the Dade County 
Department of Environmental Resource 
Management (DERM). DERM had all the 
doors taken off and everything removed 
that might be a safety or pollution hazard. 
Then a couple of well-placed holes by the 
Metro-Dade Bomb Squad transformed 
the aging beauty from a Miami River der- 
elict to the ‘queen of the shipwrecks.”’ A 
wave of Neptune’s wand and a few years 
on the bottom have given her all the 
adornments befitting a queen. 

A dive on the Orion is always exciting. 
sometimes it gets almost too exciting 
with the Gulf Stream current whipping 
past like an underwater gale. The current, 
like visibility, is impossible to predict and 
may change direction and run to the 
south, or stop entirely. On strong current 
days a tag line is used for divers to pull 
themselves from the stern of the dive 
boat up to the anchorline for a hand-over- 
hand descent. The current usually eases 
toward the bottom, but is often too strong 
to swim against on the surface. Divers 
with little experience in dealing with cur- 
rent are advised to check conditions with 
the dive shop before boarding, seek 
advice from the captain and mates, and 
be prepared to abort the dive if neces- 
sary. Usually, though, the inconvenience 
of having to imitate a flag on a windy day 
while descending the anchorline is for- 
gotten as the majestic tug appears in the 
depths, her smokestack still pointing sky- 
ward, surrounded by her scaly sub- 
jects. >

the day they are bunched up and look 
like a black spiny urchin. As the sun sinks 
they seem to blossom, stretching their 
leafy appendages out like big multi-col- 
ored flowers. As they strain minute food 
particles from the current, they clutch a 
coral perch with their claw-like feet. 

Large parrotfish swam through the wa- 
ter discharging clouds of fine coral dust 
that formerly contained the animals that 
made the corals the fish had eaten and 
digested. Large groupers are commonly 
seen suspended in the midwater area or 
lazing about the bottom. Large goatfish, 
some golden yellow in color, their 
whiskers proudly protruding before them, 
prod the sandy bottom searching for a 
Suitable snack. In their caves and under 
their overhangs, holocentrids swarm, 
some upside down as they orient them- 
selves to the top of the cave rather than 
the bottom. They are waiting for darkness 
to come so they can leave the safety of 
their hole to feed on small planktonic ani- 
mals in the midwater level. 

On another swim off the eastern end of 
the island of Kuredu in the Shaviyani atoll 
to the north of Male, | swam over another 
common denizen, a large ray some six 
feet in diameter. He was lying all snug- 
gled up in a bed of white sand and blend- 
ed in so well he was almost invisible, ex- 
cept for his eyes, which followed my eve- 
ry move. 

| also saw a few large rabbitfish graz- 
ing on algae coated coral surfaces. In 
Australia, they are called spineys and 
certain species of this family are among 
the most delicious of fishes. The large 
species | saw in the Maldives always 
seems to travel in pairs, something | have 
not seen in many other species except 
for some butterflyfishes and another spe- 
cies of rabbitfish. 

Under the ledges and in the coral crev- 
ices, the venemous but beautiful lionfish 
slowly cruised about, large feathery dor- 
sal and pectoral fins extended. While they 
are gorgeous to look at, they are danger- 
ous to handle. There are so many beauti- 
ful fish occurring in abundance on the 
reefs it is difficult to describe them all. 
Some of the more spectacular ones are 
the blue surgeonfish, which is a brilliant 
blue and has bright yellow dorsal fins. 
Another species of surgeonfish is the 
same color, but has a yellow caudal fin. 

Other species of common, but spec- 
tacular surgeonfish are the large lum- 
pheaded surgeons. Some of them have 
horns like unicorns and some have none. 
These latter are probably females. 

Dense schools of the small fish, mostly 
used for tuna fishing in the Maldives, are 
also common above the drop-off areas. 
Their bodies reflect the sun as they swim 
in tight formation avoiding predators.

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when the scuba bug bit. They realized 
their future involved the dive industry in 
some form and more than anything they 
hoped to be able to relate their joy of div- 
ing. Underwater video became their tool 
of communication and the evolution from 
video hobbyist to video production pro- 
fessional came rather quickly. First came 
the idea for the video magazine, then 
came the market research to assure that 
such an innovative product would be ac- 
cepted. One key statistic indicates that at 
least 48 percent of American homes now 
have at least one video cassette recorder 
and the percentage is probably much 
higher for diving households given the 
upscale demographics of the sport’s par- 
ticipants. The final part of the Sea Fans 
formula was the recruitment of the team 
necessary to make their dream reality. 

Scott Ogle came on board as director 
of photography, bringing more than 15 
years of experience in video and film pro- 
duction. Jimmy Ibbotson was a college 
roommate of John’s who had since gone 
on to fame as the lead vocalist, song writ- 
er and guitar player for the Nitty Gritty Dirt 
Band. With his 18 years of stage enter- 
tainment experience and on-camera 
background as co-host for the PBS syn- 
dicated television program Country Ex- 
press, as well as being an avid sport div- 
er, Jimmy was a natural choice for a host 
position. Lynne Eisaquirre joined the 
crew as co-host and screenwriter. Lew 
Eisaquirre left Price Waterhouse to be- 
come business manager for Sea Fans 
and Sue Eisaquirre left her position with 
Xerox to direct marketing efforts. Ad 
manager Bob Barsick was recruited from 
an advertising agency; Doug Steebner 
left a full time career in the recreational 
dive business to handle the telemarketing 
and work as a video technician. With 
such an impressive pool of talent to direct 
the operation, the next step was to ac- 
quire the hardware to record underwater 
video professionally on location. 

The location camera of choice was a 
sony Betacam BVW-30. Not to be con- 
fused with any of the consumer model 
videos, it costs $40,000 without the hous- 
ing and the lens alone is worth $6,000. 
This is a high speed recording format that 
will run through a special two hour cas- 
sette in 20 minutes. It is probably the fin- 
est field video unit available to the broad- 
cast industry. A custom aluminum hous- 
ing permits underwater use and a pair of 
350 watt lights render realistic colors for 
the underwater scenes. The whole sys- 
tem is massive and expensive. 

Typically, a crew of four to seven trav- 
els on location, most often in one week 
blocks. Twenty to 30 of the 20 minute 
cassettes, as much as ten hours of origi- 
nal videotape, will be shot on each loca- 
tion and ultimately edited down to a sin- 
gle 20 minute segment. All editing is 
done in Denver where the sophisticated 
post-production facilities include digital 
special effects, mixers and computer 
paint boxes. After the week of location

the tape time codes prior to entering the 
editing studio. AS much as one hour of 
studio editing time (at $200 to $300 per 
hour) is required to complete a single 
minute of finished tape. The Betacam 
original is bumped up to a one inch mas- 
ter, scored with original music and an au- 
dio track is added in a separate studio. 
This master videotape is then duplicated 
on hi-fi stereo videotape stock and of- 
fered for sale. Given the talent of the prin-

that enhances resistance to scuffing (very 
important with poor fuels and lubricants). 
The crankshaft is fully balanced and ultil- 
izes cracked cap connecting rods, which 
improve the contact surface, reducing 
bearing failures and improving durability. 

Other new features on the 75 horse- 
power engine include: a temperature and 
pressure controlled cooling system; larg- 
er internal water passages that are much 
more tolerant to passing foreign debris; 
and new ‘‘nitrile’’ gaskets that are bake 
cured during the paint cycle to provide 
better sealing. 

The induction system has been im- 
proved. It utilizes a conical shaped reed 
block rather than the older styled reed 
stops that shared each cylinder. The new 
‘rose petal’ design aids in fuel atomiza- 
tion, which distributes the fuel evenly for 
better idling and less smoke.

duced serious illness in many instances 
and death in two cases in Florida. 


ORGANIC PESTICIDES 

Throughout the world, huge volumes of 
toxic chemicals are being used to control 
or eliminate insects, vermin and weeds 
that are harmful to crops, domestic ani- 
mals or that spread disease. Stream pol- 
lution from pesticides has occurred, 
mostly from rainwater runoff or from 
groundwater seepage. Normally, the 
amount of contamination of pesticides 
considered harmful is based on how 
much is ingested through drinking water. 
Little thought has been given to the 
amount in water that divers or swimmers 
might ingest. There is concern about the 
long range effects of low concentrations 
of pesticides for the general population— 
that should probably be greater for divers 
and swimmers. 


HOT WATER AS A 
CONTAMINANT 

Any material in the aqueous environ- 
ment that is out of place or not in balance 
with the existing ecosystem can be a pol- 
lutant. Just as fresh water can be a con- 
taminant so, too, can hot water affect the 
environment and the diver. Excessively 
hot water will not normally be found ex- 
cept occasionally around effluent dis- 
charge lines from power generating or 
other industrial plants that require a great 
deal of cooling water. Swimming vigor- 


ously in water near or at body tempera- 


ture will create very early fatigue. This 
could contribute to a situation the diver 
will be unable to cope with because of 
greatly reduced energy and stamina. 


RADIOACTIVE CONTAMINATION 

It is remotely possible that sport divers 
will unknowingly get involved with water 
having radioactive contamination. So far, 
the disposal of radioactive wastes has 
been by methods that have not greatly 
affected water at diving depths. However, 
atomic tests by both the U.S. and France 
have been conducted in marine environ- 
ments. And, in both cases, tests have 
been in areas near excellent diving. Both 
country’s tests were conducted far below 
basic sea level. There must be some con- 
cern that seepage of highly radioactive 
ground water can emerge from the sub- 
surface structure of the atolls and drift 
with ocean currents to a site where it 
could affect water in recreational areas. 

A considerable amount of diving has 
been done in radioactive waters; first at 
Bikini Atoll following the first two atomic 
bomb tests and later following other tests. 
Also, commercial divers have developed 
techniques and equipment for working in 
slightly radioactive waters associated 
with cooling water in atomic power gen- 
erating plants. Such diving was conduct-

Great Lakes and inland waterway states, 
burdening them with legal and financial li- 
ability for damages caused to surface 
shipping by state owned shipwrecks. 

Suppose, for instance, that a large car- 
go vessel strikes a wreck that should 
have been removed from shipping lanes. 
Who is responsible? Under S-858, the 
state owns all wrecks and must accept 
responsibility for destruction of surface 
shipping and possible injury or death 
aboard the cargo vessel. 

Do you remember the good ship, Mo- 
bro—a disowned barge that sailed for 
eight weeks searching for a place to 
dump 3,100 tons of waste? While the 
whole nation watched—except for the 
federal government that looked the other 
way—the barge without a country raised 
a big stink. It was rejected by six states, 
Mexico, Belize and the Bahamas. Finally, 
the Mobro returned to home port, Islip, 
Long Island, where it was hailed as a 
symbol of the nation’s inability to get rid 
of its trash. 

Suppose the Mobro had gone a- 
ground, let's say off the coast of New Jer- 
sey. Who would own title to the barge 
and its treasure? Under S-858, New Jer- 
sey would! And, New Jersey would be re- 
sponsible for anything that accidentally 
crashed into the barge. When the gar- 
bage washed ashore on New Jersey 
beaches and oceanfront property owners 
sued the state, their attorneys would cite 
the Rights of Ownership clause in S-858. 
After all, the barge would be ‘‘embed- 
ded” in the sand! 

In another film classic, Some Like It 
Hot, a 1959 Billy Wilder comedy, Joe E. 
Brown has been chasing a dizzy blonde 
all through the picture, not realizing she 
is really Jack Lemmon in drag.

ENTRANCE REQUIREMENTS 

Entrance requirements are commensu- 
rate with the type of training CDI conducts 
and work its graduates are expected to 
be able to perform. The minimum age for 
enrollment is 18 years. A high school di- 
ploma or equivalent education is desir- 
able. Each candidate for enrollment must 
pass a pressure and oxygen tolerance 
test, provided free by CDI. A tough, 
school approved, medical examination 
must also be passed. Students are re- 
quired to provide proof of scuba certifica- 
tion and must have a mechanical aptitude 
that indicates they can successfully cope 
with the demands of commercial diving. 


TUITION 

Tuition for the complete course is 
$2,500. The approved physical examina- 
tion is estimated to cost about $175. 
Equipment and tools a student must sup- 
ply for training, and later use in the field, 
cost about $150. CDI does have some 
perks that can help reduce the student's 
costs: the opportunity to work off part of 
the tuition and housing costs, plus inno- 
vative work/study programs that help de- 
fray some costs. Write to CDI for com- 
plete information. 


INSTRUCTOR QUALIFICATIONS 

CDI instructors are trained teachers as 
well as field-knowledgeable divers. In ad- 
dition to being licensed to teach by the 
New York Education Department, instruc- 
tors have had experience in several 
phases of commercial diving. This pro- 
vides staff members who not only know 
how to teach but Know why what they 
teach must be known by graduates if they 
are to be successful in the underwater 
work force. 

Instructors are available evenings and 
weekends to work with students as tu- 
tors. CDI states, ‘If students are serious 
enough about their careers as commer- 
cial divers to devote their after school 
time to additional study, we will devote 
our time, equipment and materials free of 
charge to help further their careers.”’ 


THE TRAINING PROGRAM 

Classes and most practical training are 
conducted on-site at CDI facilities. The 
exceptions are some field trips. In a letter, 
Bill Smith stated, ‘‘| want CDI to be pro- 
moted as an honest course for serious 
minded students only.’’ The 21 subject 
course outline indicates students can 
achieve the excellence in training desired 
by Smith. 

1. Introduction: Anyone entering into a 
new endeavor needs to know the objec- 
tives of the undertaking and the rules and 
regulations that must be followed in. 
reaching those objectives. So it is at CDI. 











The first day of training outlines course 
contents, Commercial Diving Institute 
regulations and both present and future 
employment prospects. Students will be 
aware of what they are working toward. 

2. Underwater Physics and Physiology: 
Throughout the commercial diving indus- 
try it will be found that the most success- 
ful divers are those who understand the 
sciences that affect not only their work 
but their health, and why and how they 
can work safely under pressure. This ex- 
tensive section of training covers the laws 
of gases and pressure and the direct and 
indirect effects of pressure on the diver; 
respiratory problems in diving; air supply 
formulas; and displacement and buoyan- 
cy in the water. 

3. Medical Aspects of Diving: This is 
another ‘“‘need to know”’ subject for safe 
diving. In this segment of the training pro-

gram, the various physiological effects of 
diving are discussed. Also, environmen- 
tal hazards and their treatment are cov- 
ered. CPR is also part of this segment. 

4. Decompression Theory and Prac- 
tice: Important in diving safety, decom- 
pression procedures must not only be 
known, but the reason for their implicit 
observance must be instilled in divers. In 
this phase of the course all aspects of de- 
compression are covered, including de- 
compression sickness and treatment. 

5. Fittings and Hydraulic Principles: In 
this age of modern diving most tools 
used by divers are hydraulically pow- 
ered. This part of the course provides in- 
formation on these tools, valves and fit- 
tings and safety in the use of the tools. 

6. Communications: Safe, effective 
commercial diving cannot be carried out 
without communications with surface 
tenders and support crews. An early in- 
troduction—followed by constant practice 
and actual use of the theory and mainte-

line pulls on the umbilical and signals for 

rane operators—makes for safer and 
more complete training and the develop- 
ment of professional work habits in future 
diving jobs. 

7. Tending and Setting up a Dive Sta- 
tion: Almost all graduates of CDI will start 
their careers in commercial diving as div- 
er tenders. This work is surely the most 
visible of their efforts. How well they per- 
form during the first day of this first job 
may dictate their future in diving and, cer- 
tainly, with the company for which they 
are then working. The safety of the diver, 
the potential for successfully completing 
the assigned underwater work and, prob- 
ably, progress of the entire job, depends 
on how well the tender performs. This 
section of CDI’s training program 
stresses the responsibility of the tender, 
how to set up and operate a dive station, 
tending procedures and establishing the 
tender’s handbook. 

8. Working with Scuba: Not surprising- 
ly, a lot of commercial diving is done with 
conventional scuba. This is one of the 
reasons CDI applicants are required to 
have prior scuba experience. Only a few 
hours need be devoted to theory, and this

equipment—and the equipment itself, 
such as MK V navy gear, lightweight hel- 
mets and bandmask outfits—are cov- 
ered. Wetsuits, drysuits and hot water 
heated suits are discussed and later used 
in underwater work projects. There 
should be no surprises for CD! graduates 
when they walk on their first diving station 
to begin their diving for pay. 

10. Power Machinery Applicable to 
Diving: Except for divers’ own physical 
strength, all power to accomplish under- 
water jobs is generated topside and 
transmitted to the diver through one or 
more umbilicals. This power is generated 
by diesel or gasoline driven engines or 
electric motors. These energy sources 
drive compressors for diver’s air, air driv- 
en tools, airlifts, etc.; water pumps for jet- 
ting or hydro-blasting; or pumps to pro- 
vide power for hydraulic tools. Trouble- 





shooting, maintenance and record keep- 
ing of this equipment is frequently an im- 
portant part of the diver’s work. 

11. Seamanship and Rigging: Every- 
day a diver works, knots, rigging and 
seamanship will play a significant role in 
the success of job accomplishment, 
whether it be during training or later on. 
A short classroom session followed by 
extensive practice prepares a student for 
solving some knotty problems. Naviga- 
tional rules of the road, charts and chart 
symbols are an important, though brief, 
part of the student’s training at this point. 

12. Underwater Work Projects: While 
some phases of the preceding segments 


of training are conducted in classrooms, | 


important parts are also scheduled as un- 
derwater training. However, it is in this 
lengthy part of CDI training that student 
divers begin to realize the real difficulty of 
successfully accomplishing underwater 
work. All projects are worked on in open 
water in real world diving conditions. 
Knots, bends, splices, the adaptation of 
topside tools, constructing pipe and 
flange fit-up projects, jetting, measuring 
“in the blind,’’ airlifting, penetration into 
pipelines and using hydraulic and com- 
pressed air tools are but a few of the un- 
dertakings in this period of training.

13. Cutting and Welding Principles and 
Practical Application: The two principal 
kinds of U/W metal cutting are electric 
and gas with various methods of electric 
arc Cutting the most used. Underwater 
welding may be either wet stick or hyper- 
baric (dry or habitat) welding. Of these 
procedures, U/W cutting is used much 
more frequently than welding; usually be- 
cause the diver is not trained and qualifi- 
ed to perform inspection grade welding. 
Thorough training and exhaustive prac- 
tice in U/W cutting and welding can pro- 
duce skills for a diver that will help gener- 
ate job possibilities. The instructors at 
CDI help a student become proficient in 
these skills by seeing that poor, or poten-

tially hazardous, techniques are not de- 
veloped during practice. 

14. Blueprint Reading: The few hours 
CDI students spend on this subject will 
make a great deal of difference in their fu- 
ture work. Many times a diver is shown a 
blueprint and told to inspect an object in- 
dicated on the drawing only by line, a 
symbol or other mark. A diver must be 
able to translate the marks into a dimen- 
sional object for inspection. After the un- 
derwater inspection is completed, the 
diver may make corrections from what 
the “‘marks”’ indicate should be there to 
what was actually found to exist. The abil- 
ity to work with blueprints is an important 
qualification for making good underwater 
inspections—one of a diver’s most fre- 
quent underwater jobs. 

15. Salvage Seamanship: The salvage 
of a ship or boat is possible only by 
workers who understand the sea, buoy- 
ancy and the structure of vessels. There 
is a truism in the maritime world that 
States, “Captain, know your ship.’’ This 
applies equally, perhaps more so, to sal- 
vors. The methods of salvage are as di- 
verse as the sea and as the nature of the

vessels to be salvaged can be. Students 
at CDI are provided an opportunity to 
gain information on ship structure, sal- 
vage law, methods of salvage, and to 
practice diving skills applicable to sal- 
vage work. 

16. Mixed Gas and Saturation Diving: 
Each year the work required of a diver 
goes ever deeper as all phases of under- 
water work (construction, salvage and 
offshore oil patch work) are pushed to 
greater depths. Diving theorists, physio- 
logists and medical personnel have de- 
veloped diving gas mixtures, procedures 
and decompression tables to permit div- 
ers to safely cope with these increasing 
depths. CDI students are instructed in the

theory, need for and application of mixed 
gas and saturation diving procedures. 
This is followed by hands on practice with 
the equipment needed to make mixed 
gas and saturation dives; a program that 
will supply the graduate with important 
job opportunities. 

17. Photography and CCTV: The use of 
photography and closed circuit television 
(CCTV) has expanded and is being ac- 


cepted to the point that it is almost man- 
datory for divers to be working underwa- 
ter photographers. Particularly in recent 


years, CCTV has demonstrated its impor- 
tance in making real time information 
available to topside engineers and others 
interested in the job. Most of the CDI 
course on this subject is practical appli- 
cation of the equipment to various types 
of underwater jobs. 

18. Bell Diving: The use of a bell in 
commercial diving may be part of a satu- 
ration dive or simply a means of getting 
someone to a deep, hazardous job with 
less stress and with better, closer life 
support available in or at the bell. As with 
most complex phases of training, CDI 
programs bell diving predominantly as

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practical training in open water. 

19. Offshore Oilfield Diving: There are 
so many types of offshore oilfield rigs 
(some for exploration, some for drilling 
and some for development) that it would 
be impractical to try to have one of each 
rig available for class training. At CDI 
about half the course on offshore sys- 
tems is classroom work where terminolo- 
gy, methods, equipment, etc., are dis- 
cussed and illustrated. This is followed by 
practical jobs simulating work on base 
plates, blow out preventer (BOP) stacks, 
the installation of guide wires, risers, 
Clamps and pipelines. 

The last two topics listed in the CDI 
course outline are subjects not necessar- 
ily given only in the later part of the 
course. Rather they are taught, stressed 
and become part of the daily lives of the 
students. They are (Section 20) Physical 
Conditioning and (Section 21) Safety 
Regulations. In general, there is an incli- 
nation by everyone, not just workers in 
the marine fields, to ignore the impor- 
tance of these two subjects. To do so in 
commercial diving is to invite life threat- 
ening disaster. The watery world of a div- 
er is unrelenting and unforgiving. Physi-

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MCKENNEY COURSES 


The technology of video is changing 
rapidly. Many people are confused by the 
vast array of video gear available. But, 
one thing that doesn’t change, regardless 
of what equipment is used, is good pro- 
duction techniques.

keel. That’s six air chambers for a 15% 
foot boat! This sixth air chamber, the 
keel, has its mixed blessings. On the neg- 
ative side the V-shaped air keel does not 
offer quite as sharp an entry at the bow 
as does a deep-V rigid keel inflatable, so 
the ride is likely to have more bounce in 
short, choppy seas and tight turns may 
result in more sliding. Air keel boats tend 
to flex a little more than those with hard 
keels. And, if the air keel is underinflated, 
the bottom shape will distort when under- 
way and performance will suffer. On the 
positive side, air keel boats typically: 
weigh less than hard keel boats of the 
same length; require a little less mainte- 
nance; take up less storage space and 
set up Somewhat more quickly. A distinct 
advantage of the air keel can be enjoyed 
by divers who launch their boats from 
rough beaches or dive around shallow 
reefs: Because the air keel offers a cush- 
ion at point of contact, it is less likely to 
abrade or tear should the boat’s bottom 
strike rocks or coral. 

Sea trials for the SD-156 featured in 
this article were conducted in open water 
off the California coast, between Newport 
and Laguna Beaches. This boat and a 
companion inflatable were provided by 
Port-A-Marine Inflatable Boats in Costa 
Mesa, California. Scott MacIntosh and his 
staff at Port-A-Marine always do an excel- 
lent job of outfitting the boats for this re- 
porter’s reviews. Their suggestions and 
extensive knowledge about inflatables is 
much appreciated. 

Water conditions for the trials were ide- 
al for testing inflatables: There was con- 
siderable surface chop to help make the 
trip exciting. The SD-156 carried three 
divers and a pile of equipment, including 
extra tanks. Moving at breakneck speeds 
across the water, the ride was bouncy. 
Pushed by a 40 hp engine, this boat is 
capable of planing quickly and reaching

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speeds of about 40 mph. The ride was 
thrilling, if not a little bone jarring at times. 
Throttling back the engine would reduce 
the bouncing, but also some of the fun. 
The boat tracked well (as well as | could 
determine under such surface conditions) 
and handled tight turns easily. On really 
tight turns, however, cavitation was no- 
ticed. Cavitation (air drawn into the water 
around the prop) is typically caused by 
kelp caught by the lower unit of the en- 
gine; an engine positioned too high on 
the transom; an incorrect tilt angle for the 
engine; or an underinflated air keel. We 
think the third possibility was the cause, 
since in checking the boat after the trial 
the engine did appear to be set at the 
wrong angle. We're not certain when the 
wrong tilt was set. However, this cavita- 
tion was probably owing to the engine 
setting and not any fault of the boat. 

In brief, the sea trial was a lot of fun. 
The boat performed very well, entries and 
exits were no problem and the SD-156 
provided plenty of room. Even the diving 
was good. Adding one more diver would 
not have been much trouble, but more 
than that might make things a bit 
crowded on longer trips. 

As tested, the SD-156 was equipped 
with a tiller controlled 40 hp outboard en- 
gine. This combination provided plenty of 
power, speed and fast, tight turns, but at 
the cost of some operator fatigue and 
muscle soreness. If prospective inflatable 
owners want to push their boats with this 
much horsepower, they might consider 
remote steering. The additional expense, 
assembly and disassembly time and loss 
of a little usable deck space owing to the 
steering console, will likely be offset by a 
happier and more relaxed operator—and, 
perhaps, fewer applications of Ben-Gay! 

The Achilles SD-156 appears to be a 
very good all-around sport boat: well 
constructed and really versatile. Current- 
ly, the suggested retail price for the SD- 
156 is $3,500, which includes a five year 
warranty. If you're interested, contact the 
Achilles dealer in your area for more in- 
formation and a test ride. You just might 
fall in love with this Achilles, even though 
it doesn’t seem to have a heel. >t.

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iLearned About Diving From That

t was December 31, New Year’s Eve, 

and my husband Howard and | were 
spending the holiday season on a dive 
trip in the Coral Sea with John and Susan 
Smith and other friends. It was 6:30 am 
and, as we had planned the evening be- 
fore, a group of us were preparing for an 
early morning dive. 

| looked outside and saw the sky was 
overcast but the sea was calm. The 
boat’s captain confirmed a report that 
there was a cyclone about 300 miles 
west of us, on the same latitude, moving 
southeasterly. Providing that we left soon 
and didn't stay out too long, he gave us 
the go-ahead to dive. There were no is- 
lands in sight, the coast of Australia being 
some /0 miles away. 

Five of us, Howard, two other passen- 
gers and myself, climbed into the dinghy 
and motored off into the current. All the 
others on board the larger vessel were 
sleeping, save Sue’s husband, John, and 
the captain who were standing on deck 
as we left. 

We reached our dive spot and dropped 
anchor. Howard and | agreed upon which 
direction we would take to allow the cur- 
rent to help us drift back to the dinghy at 
the end of the dive. While we were gear- 
ing up | commented that we were about 
one and one-half miles from the larger 
boat and I'd hate to have to swim back to 
it. No one was staying topside to watch 
over the dinghy. 

| descended to about 35 feet and 
worked my way against the current along 
the reef, taking pictures as | went. Now 
and again Sue would swim past, and just 
after | ran out of film | saw Howard swim 
under and past me. | decided not to de- 
scend to see what he was doing. The cur- 
rent was picking up, so with about 1,000 
psi | headed back toward the dinghy’s 
anchorage, swimming with the current. 

| got back to where the anchor should 
have been and saw Sue below me, still 
photographing. | worked my way up, 
higher and higher on the reef wall, look- 
ing around—no anchor. | surfaced to find 
the wind was blowing about 25 knots, it 
was raining and the seas were rising 
threateningly. | made a 360 degree turn, 
expecting to see the dinghy just behind 
me as | turned. | thought somehow |’d 
missed seeing it the first time. When | 
completed my turn, however, there was 
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Lost In The Coral Sea 


still no dinghy in sight! And, | could barely 
see the larger boat through the driving 
rain; it looked far away. 

Susan surfaced just at that moment. 
We agreed that with the dinghy gone we 
had little choice but to swim back toward 
the big boat. By this time | was becoming 
a little frightened.

We descended to the top of the coral 
reef, about ten feet below the surface. We 
allowed the current to do most of the 
work, but we assisted it by pulling our- 
selves along the coral with our hands. As 
we swam along | noted my pressure 
gauge read 700 psi. | kept telling myself 
to slow down my breathing, relax and let 
the current do most of the work. 

Susan was ahead of me and every so 
often she turned to see if | was all right; 
| would nod that | was and we’d go on. 
Periodically she surfaced to check her 
bearings and to wave toward the boat in 
case someone was looking. One of these 





intervals lasted longer than usual, so | 
surfaced to hear her yelling fruitlessly, 
‘‘We're over here!”’ and waving her arms. 
Looking toward the boat, | saw the an- 
chor had been pulled and she was mov- 
ing—away from us! | couldn't believe my 
eyes. We both began yelling, ‘‘Heeeelp!”’ 

By this time it was raining even harder, 
surface visibility had dropped dramatical- 
ly and the water was getting very rough. 
We watched as the big boat continued on 
its way. Finally, | sootted someone on the 
port bow and | began waving my arms 
frantically. To my relief | saw someone 
waving back. | then realized that two oth- 
er people were climbing on board, but | 
couldn't see who. The boat had pulled 
anchor to pick up other divers and should 
be coming after us before long. | now 
knew we'd be okay. | stayed on the sur- 
face, buoyed by my BC, swimming along 
the reef toward the boat. 

Finally, the boat turned and ap- 
proached us. | saw one of the other pas- 
sengers standing there and she asked if 
Howard had gone diving. My mind 
speedily processed the implications of 
the question: It meant Howard was miss- 
ing! With surface visibility now less than 
100 feet, | wondered how we would ever 
find him. It was at that point the emotions 
of the morning caught up with me and | 
began to get frantic. | remember John 
throwing Susan and me a line, catching 
it and being pulled to the stern of the 
boat. Someone helped us on board. We 
were all being knocked around quite a bit 
by the waves. Conditions were rapidly 
approaching cyclone force. 

As | climbed up the ladder to the deck, 
| heard some of the others saying they 
could see Howard. Someone helped me 
get my gear off and the boat was moving 
again. | looked back toward the swimstep 
and saw Howard handing up his camera 
and climbing on board. He had just sur- 
faced, very close to the boat, and hadn’t 
had to wait long before being picked up.
